To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee 
and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  twentieth  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  Leicester,  viz.,  that  for  the  year  1920.  I  am  glad 
to  say  that  once  again  the  vital  statistics  of  the  city  may  he 
regarded  as  satisfactory. 

The  general  death-rate  was  only  11.7  per  1.000  population, 
this  being  the  lowest  rate  hitherto  recorded.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  was  also  the  lowest  on  record,  being  only  89.4 
per  1,000  births.  Ilow  remarkably  low  this  figure  is,  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  only  once  before,  viz.,  in  1919,  has  the  rate 
ever  fallen  below  100  ;  whilst  25  years  ago  the  rate  was  over 
200.  Epidemic  diarrhoea,  at  one  time  the  scourge  of  infant 
life  in  Leicester,  has  now  apparently  ceased  to  be  a  serious 
menace. 


The  deaths  from  phthisis  also  showed  a  welcome  drop, 
there  being  only  255  deaths  in  1920,  compared  with  an  average 
of  311  in  the  previous  five  years,  whilst  the  number  of  fresh 
cases  reported  was  the  lowest  for  many  years. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  birth-rate  showed  a  remarkable 
increase,  viz.,  to  24.0  from  15.3  in  the  previous  year.  The 
number  of  births  registered  was  no  less  than  5,905,  against 
an  average  of  3,509  in  the  previous  three  years,  when  the 
birth-rate  was  at  its  lowest. 

The  marriage  rate  was  also  very  high. 

As  regards  zymotic  diseases,  diphtheria  was  more  prevalent 
than  usual,  and  41  deaths  resulted  fioni  it,  compared  with  an 
average  in  tile  past  five  years  of  20.  Measles  and  whooping- 
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coimli  wore  prevalent  during  pn it  of  t lie  yoar.  Soarlot  fever 
o-nvo  no  particular  I  rouble,  and  i  \  ]  >ho  i<l  fever  continned  almost 
entirely  absent.  Fortunately,  there  was  no  serious  epidemic 
of  influenza. 

In  Part  1  ot  the  Report  special  reference  is  made  to  the 
subject  of  illegitimacy;  and  in  Part  2  a  description  is  given  of 
the  disease,  Encephalitis  Let hargica. 

In  Part  -i  of  the  Report  special  attention  is  devoted  to 
Maternity  and  Child  W  elfare,  which  now  constitutes  so 
important  a  branch  ot  the  work  ot  the  Health  Department.  A 
description  is  given  of  the  new  Maternity  Home,  the  latest, 
addition  to  the  list  of  municipal  institutions,  and  one  which  the 
city  may  well  he  proud  of.  The  building"  cost  more  than 
was  anticipated  to  adapt  to  the  purpose  of  a  lying-in  home, 
hut  the  total  capital  outlay  was  certainly  not  excessive  in 
view  of  the  admirable  character  of  the  accommodation 
provided. 

Owing  to  the  large  amount  of  unemployment  in  the  city 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  scheme  for  making 
grants  of  milk  to  necessitous  maternity  cases  and  of  other¬ 
wise  assisting  them,  as  by  paying  medical  or  mid  wives’  fees 
in  whole  or  in  part,  has  had  to  he  temporarily  extended. 

The  campaign  against  venereal  disease  has  been  continued. 
There  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  new  cases 
presenting  themselves  for  treatment  at  the  special  clinics  at 
tin*  Royal  Infirmary. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  assistance 
rendered  to  me  by  members  of  my  staff — my  medical 
colleagues,  especially  I)r.  Thomson,  Chief  Inspector  Braley, 
Miss  Davies  (Matron  at  Ctroby  Road),  the  Matrons  at  the 
Maternity  Home  and  Day  Nurseries,  Mrs.  Stanion  (Manageress 
of  the  Infants’  Milk  Depot),  and,  in  particular,  my  clerk,  Mr. 
(t.  11.  Neale,  whose  ability  and  intimate  knowledge  of  the  work 
of  the  Department  has  made  his  assistance  invaluable  to  me. 

Once  again  I  have  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee  for  the  courtesy  and  consideration  they  have 
constantly  extended  to  me;  and  to  Aid.  Windley,  the  veteran 
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( ’hairman ,  I  offer  my  respectful  congratulations  on  adding

vet  another  year  to  his  unique  record,  a  year,  moreover,  which 
lias  seen  hoi  h  the  policial  and  infantile  death-rate  fall  to  such 
remarkably  low  figures.

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Statistical  and  General  Review  of  District. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 
Population. 

As  soon  as  the  Census  returns  are  available  we  shall  know 
what  is  the  true  population  of  the  city.  If  we  have  not 
actually  reached  the  “quarter  of  a  million”  figure — 250,000 — 
if  is  improbable  that  we  shall  he  much  below  it.  For  the  year 
1920  the  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General, 
was  24b, 405,  and  this  is  the  figure  used  in  this  Report  for 
calculating  both  birth  and  death-rates. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  CENERAL  CHARACTER 

OF  DISTRICT. 

The  City  of  Leicester  lies  in  the  valley  of  the  Soar — a  tribu¬ 
tary  of  the  Trent — occupying  both  banks  of  the  river.  Most 
of  the  city,  including  all  the  older  part,  is  low-lying,  but  the 
newei'  residential  districts  of  Stoneygate,  Spinney  Ilill,  North 
Evington  and  West  Ilumberstone  are  on  higher  ground.  The 
subsoil  is  (day,  with  patches  of  sand  and  gravel  in  places. 

Industries. 

The  two  principal  industries  of  Leicester  are  hosiery  and 
footwear,  but  there  are  many  other  important  trades,  e.g., 
engineering,  tailoring,  cardboard  box  making,  elastic  web 
manufacture,  printing,  etc. 
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A  ith  (lit*  except  ion  of’  tin'  hoot  mid  shoe  trade,  which  is 
recognised  as  being'  a  had  trade  for  tuberculosis,  none  of  these 
industries  can  be  regarded  as  being'  inimical  to  health. 

In  common  with  the  country  generally,  Leicester  ex¬ 
perienced  a  severe  slump  in  trade  in  the  autumn  of  1920,  the 
effects  of  which  still  continue  at  the  time  of  writing,  though 
there  is  reason  to  hope  that  a  recovery  will  soon  set  in. 

In  the  meantime  a  great  deal  of  unemployment  exists, 
with  all  its  resultant  hardships,  especially  where  there  are 
families  of  children  to  support. 

A  special  feature  of  the  staple  industries  of  Leicester— 
hosiery  and  boots,  as  well  as  tailoring  and  box-making — -is  the 
large  proportion  of  female  labour  which  they  employ.  At  the 
last  Census,  in  1911,  47  per  cent,  of  women  were  returned  as 
being  “engaged  in  occupations,”  i.e.,  other  than  in  the  home. 

Poor  Relief. 

Prior  to  the  war,  owing  partly  to  the  liberal  policy  of  the 
Board  of  Guardians,  the  average  number  of  persons  on  poor 
relief  was  often  high.  With  the  advent  of  the  war  the 
number  greatly  declined,  but,  owing  to  the  present  spell  of 
bad  trade,  it  has  naturally  risen  again  considerably. 

Hospital  Accommodation. 

Leicester  possesses  an  excellent  and  up-to-date  general 
hospital,  the  l'oyal  Infirmary,  providing  some  300  beds,  in¬ 
cluding  a  Children’s  Block  of  70  beds. 

The  working-classes,  through  Ihe  Leicester  and  Leicester¬ 
shire  Hospital  Saturday  Fund— which  makes  weekly  collec¬ 
tions  in  most  of  the  chief  factories — contribute  many  thousands 
of  pounds  per  annum  towards  the  upkeep  of  the  lloyal 
Infirmary.  They  also,  through  the  same  fund,  maintain  their 
own  convalescent  homes. 

There  is  a  much  smaller  semi-private  hospital,  the  Faire 
Hospital,  where  for  a  reasonable  payment  persons  rather  above 
the  working-class  can  obtain  treatment  and  have  operations 
performed.

lions  supplemented  by  payments  lot  admission,  provides  ‘JO 
beds,  and  has  been  in  existence  lot  10  years.  1  lie  other,  pro¬ 
vided  h\  the  Corporation,  was  opened  last  August. 

The  Guardians  have  an  excellent  modern  l'oor  Law  Infirni- 
;it\  at  North  Evington,  providing  dot)  beds,  'including'  a 
detached  Lying-in  Block. 

Amenities. 

Leicestei  is  well  provided  with  the  amenities  ol  an  up-to- 
date  modern  city  in  the  way  ol  public  paths,  public  swimming 
baths,  gymnasia,  free  libraries,  etc.,  and  has  an  excellent  tram 
service.  The  amount  of  crauttd  utilised  for  allotment  gardens 
is  much  above  the  average,  a  matter  having'  a  very  definite 
bearing'  on  health.  Further  facilities  are  needed,  however, 
for  outdoor  games  and  recreations. 

The  city  possesses  an  exceptionally  fine  and  convenient 
public  hall — the  l)e  Mont  fort  Hall  the  property  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration.  It  has  a  seating  capacity  of  3,500,  and  contains  a 
fine  organ. 

As  regards  educational  facilities,  Leicester  possesses  many 
excellent  schools,  both  elementary  and  secondary,  the  accom¬ 
modation  provided  in  the  latter  having-  recently  been  largely 
increased. 

The  University  College  Scheme  may  now  be  regarded  as 
an  accomplished  fact,  and  it  is  bolted  that  actual  teaching 
operations  will  begin  during  the  present  year. 

VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  1920. 

Marriages. 

The  number  of  marriages  registered  in  the  city  during  the 
year  was  2,788,  and  the  marriage-rate  was  22.71.  With  the 
exception  of  the  year  1015 — the  first  year  of  the  war,  when 
the  marriage-rate  reached  a  maximum  this  is  the  highest 
figure  refolded  in  Leicester  for  nearly  If)  years.

No  doubt  the  increased  number 

of  marriage 

s  since  the  war 

is  largely  due  to  the  return  home  of  the  men  from  the  Forces, 
but  it  might  well  have  been  expected  that  the  acute  housing 
shortage  would  have  prevented  young  people  from  getting 
married.  Can  it  be  that  the  virtual  impossibility  of  obtaining 
a  house  which  now  faces  young  couples  is  actually  encouraging 
matrimony?  In  the  old  days  young  people  used  to  wait  till 
they  were  in  a  position  to  start  house-keeping1  “on  their  own.” 
To-day  it  is  becoming  the  recognised  practice  for  newly- 
married  couples  to  stay  on  with  their  parents  or  to  live  in 
lodgings.  This,  of  course,  relieves  them  of  any  immediate 
financial  outlay  and  thereby  facilitates  matrimony.  Certainly 
it  is  beyond  question  that  there  are  far  more  young  married 
people  who  are  “homeless” — so  far  as  having  a  home  of  their 
own — than  was  formerly  the  case.  What  effect  this  is  having 
on  married  life,  and  what  the  effect  will  be  on  the  future 
generation  one  cannot  say,  but  it  is  hardly  likely  to  be  bene¬ 
ficial,  and  in  many  cases,  it  is  to  be  feared,  it  may  well  be 
disastrous. 

Births. 

The  number  of  births  registered  was  5,905  (males,  3,034; 
females,  2,871),  as  compared  with  3,774,  3,246,  3,688,  4,684, 
and  4,851  in  the  previous  five  years.  During  the  war  the 
birth-rate  fell  greatly,  so  much  so  that  many  people  became 
seriously  concerned  for  the  future  of  the  race!  But  the  ex¬ 
planation  of  the  fall  was  very  obvious,  and  was,  of  course,  that 
so  many  potential  fathers  were  absent  from  their  homes.  With 

the  cessation  of  the  war  and  the  return  of  the  men  from  the 
Forces  the  birth-rate  has  quickly  leaped  up  again,  not  only 
to  its  pre-war  level,  but  considerably  above  if.  Moreover, 
owing  to  1  lie  low  death-rate,  the  births  in  1920  exceeded  the 
deaths  by  two  to  one,  and  the  net  addition  to  the  population, 
or  “natural”  increases,  was  no  lesss  than  3,060. 
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This  is  satisfactory  to  those  who  wisli  to  see*  a  rapid  increase 
iu  the  size  and  importance  of  Leicester,  but  it  adds  to  the 
seriousness  of  the  housing  shortage,  and  it  will  also  increase 
the  difficulties  of  the  Kducation  Committee,  through  the  need 
tor  more  schools,  and  may  lead  to  a  higher  education  rate. 

Illegitimate  Births.  Investigation  into  Illegitimacy  in 
Leicester. 

During  the  year,  2(>8  births  were  registered  as  being 
illegitimate.  In  proportion  to  the  total  births,  this  figure  is 
about  an  average.  An  investigation  was  made  by  Dr.  Ada 
MacMillan,  based  on  information  obtained  by  the  Health 
Visitors,  into  the  circumstances  of  144  illegitimate  children 
born  during  the  first  half  of  tin*  year.  The  results  of  her  in¬ 
vestigation  were  as  follows,  the  cases  being  classed  under 
four  heads : — 

1.  — “Unfortunate"  or  “Seduction'’  cases  84 

2.  — “Co-habitation"  cast's  ...  ...  ...  29 

3.  —  “Unclassified’’  ...  ...  ...  22 

4.  — Not  belonging  to  Leicester  ...  ...  9 

Under  the  first  head  were  included  the  ordinary  cases  of 
unmarried  girls  becoming  mothers. 

The  second  group  were  cases  where  the  parents  co-habited 
as  man  and  wife,  but  were  not  married. 

In  the  third  group  the  mothers  were  married  women,  but 
the  husband  was  not  the  father  of  the  child ;  also  cases  where 
unmarried  women  or  girls  had  had  more  than  one  child,  not 
always  by  the  same  man. 

The  fourth  group  were  cases  where  women  not  belonging 
to  Leicester  came  to  the  city  merely  for  their  accouehment, 
leaving  with  the  child  directly  afterwards,  and  which  could 
not  therefore  be  followed  up. 

As  would  be  expected,  group  1  (the  “unfortunate”  class) 
is  by  far  the  largest.  If  was  found  that  in  more  than  half  of 
the  cases  the  mother  was  helped  and  apparently  kindly  treated 
by  her  parents  or  friends,  or  by  (In'  father  of  the  child,  in  4(i 
instances  living  with  her  friends  together  with  the  child.  In 
eight  cases  the  mother  had  married  the  father,  and  in  four 
cases  the  child  had  been  adopted,  apparently  into  a  good  home. 
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Iii  most  of  tlit*  remaining  26  cases  of  this  group  t  lie  mothers 
were  living  in  lodgings  and  going  to  work,  the  child  being  put 
out  to  nurse,  either  at  one  of  the  day  nurseries  or  with  some 
nurse-woman,  the  latter  usually  charging  from  7/6  to  12/- 
weekly.  In  two  cases  the  child  was  boarded-out  entirely.  (In 
one  of  these  the  mother  was  a  domestic  servant;  in  the  other 
the  mother  lived  with  her  parents,  who,  however,  would  not 
allow  the  child  to  he  with  them.) 

Comparatively  few  of  the  mothers  wen*  receiving  affiliation 
allowances.  In  two  cases  no  information  could  lie  obtained, 
as  those  in  charge  of  the  infant  refused  to  give  it. 

Six  of  the  babies  in  group  1  were  found  to  have  died. 

In  group  2 — the  co-habitation  cases — the  infants  were 
living  under  virtually  the  same  conditions  as  if  the  parents 
had  been  legally  married,  and  therefore  this  group  need  not  be 
further  considered  from  the  present  point  of  view.  One  child 
in  this  group  had  died. 

In  group  3,  six  of  the  mothers,  together  with  the  infants, 
were  living  with  their  parents.  One  married  woman  had  been 
forgiven  by  lier  husband,  and  both  she  and  the  child  were 
living  with  him  and  being  kindly  treated.  Two  were  war- 
widows,  fairly  well  provided  for. 

One  sad  case  was  that  of  a  feeble-minded  woman  who  had 
had  nine  illegitimate  children  by  three  different  men  (six  of 
these  children  had  died,  one  had  been  adopted,  one  was  in 
Countesthorpe  Poor  Law  Homes,  and  the  last  was  with  the 
mother).  This  woman  had  been  in  prison  for  neglecting  her 
children.  One  mother,  a  widow,  has  married  the  father;  and 
another,  also  a  widow,  refuses  to  marry  the  father  because  he 
will  not  receive  her  other  children.  Live  mothers  in  this 
group  were  receiving  affiliation  allowance.  Three  of  the  in¬ 
fants  had  died  in  this  group. 

In  addition  to  the  ten  deaths  referred  to  as  occurring 
amongst  the  cases  investigated,  a  number  of  other  deaths  of 
illegitimate  infants  occurred,  but  these  were  not  born  during 
the  period  (January  1st  to  June  30th,  1920)  taken  for 
consideration.

Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  (alter  correction) 
"2.874  :  1.421  being  of  males,  and  I  ,4o3  o(  females.  This  com- 
jiares  with  3,084  in  the  previous  year,  a  very  substantial 
reduction,  although  the  figure  for  that  year  was  low. 

I  lie  death-iate  was  only  11.7  pel  1.000,  being’  tin*  lowest 
ever  recorded  for  Leicester.  1  lie  previous  lowest  was  12.4 
in  the  voar  1010.  and  the  second  lowest.  13.0  m  1919.  It  will 
thus  be  seen  that  the  record  has  not  merely  been  beaten,  but 
been  easily  beaten!  The  present  record  is,  therefore,  all  the 
more  remarkable  and  something  to  be  proud  of. 


Infant  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was 
•Y28.  l'his  number  is  actually  larger  than  during  the  past 
few  years,  but  then  the  number  of  infants  born  was  much 
greater,  so  much  so  that  the  infant  mortality — which  is  cal¬ 
culated  as  a  proportion  of  the  births— works  out  at  only  89.4 
per  1.000  born,  compared  with  98.0  in  1919,  when  the  rate 
for  the  first  time  on  record  fell  below  100,  a  consummation  we 
had  long  hoped  for.  Another  record  has  thus  been 
est  a  Wished . 

The  figure  is  really  remarkable,  being  so  greatly  below 
previous  records,  and  coinciding  as  it  does  with  the  active  and 
increasing  effort s  on  behalf  of  child  1  i fe  in  the  way  of  .Maternity 
and  Child  A\  elfare  work,  it  call  only  be  regarded  as  highly 
satisfactory.  Similar  efforts  on  behalf  of  infant  life  are  being 
generally  made  throughout  the  whole  country  as  a  part  of  tin- 
national  policy,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  infant 
mortality  rate  for  tin*  whole  country  is  also  the  lowest  on 
record.  We  may  assume  from  this  that  the  conditions  affect¬ 
ing  infant  life,  meteorological  and  otherwise,  wen*  generally 
fax  Durable. 


Infant  Mortality  Amongst  Illegitimate  Infants. 

As  already  mentioned,  2(uS  children  were  born  out  of  wed¬ 
lock,  and  there  were  !i!)  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants  under 
one  year  of  age,  equivalent  to  an  illegitimate  infant 
mortality  of  140.  This  is  a  great  improvement  on  previous 
years,  being,  with  the  one  exception  of  the  year  1914,  the 
lowest  death-rate  amongst  illegitimate  infants  on  record. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Under  this  heading  I  must  largely  repeat  what  was  said  in 
last  year's  report. 

Water  Supply. 

Leicester  is  amply  supplied  with  pure  water,  the  chief' 
source  of  supply  being  the  Derwent  Valley,  this  supply  being 
controlled  and  distributed  to  the  various  participating  authori¬ 
ties  by  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board.  This  water  is 
extremely  soft,  and  this  is  a  great  advantage  both  for  domestic 
and 'manufacturing  purposes,  and  it  effects  an  immense  saving 
in  the  soap  hill  annually.  As  is  the  case  with  so  many  other 
blessings,  one  needs  to  be  deprived  of  it  to  properly  appreciate 
it  ;  it  is  only  when  one  goes  away  frqm  home  to  some  town 
having  a  hard  water  that  one  realises  the  benefit  of  a  soft 
water.  Hitherto,  indeed,  the  Derwent  water  has  actually  been 
too  soft,  or  rather  the  absence  of  lime  has  allowed  the  peaty 
acids  present  in  minute  traces  in  the  water  to  attack  liot-water 
pipes  and  thereby  cause  serious  damage.  To  obviate  this 
trouble  a  scheme  (unavoidably  delayed  during  the  war)  has 
now  been  carried  out,  by  which  a  small  quantity  of  lime  is 
added  to  the  water  and  the  latter  then  passed  through  special 
mechanical  filters  to  clarify  it.  The  necessary  plant  has  been 
laid  down  at  the  Brad  gate  Reservoir  and  has  now  been  opened. 

In  addition  to  the  Derwent  water,  a  certain  amount  of 
water  is  still  obtained  from  our  own  impounding  reservoirs 
and  waterworks  on  the  Cluirnwood  Forest. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  natural  drainage  of  the  city  is  towards  the  river;  and 
at  one  time  the  sewage  of  Leicester  all  went  into  the  river. 
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This  w ;i s  discontinued  voiiis  ago  and  a  | » u n i ] > i n <»■  station  erected 
at  Belgrave,  tin*  lowest  part  of  tin*  city,  from  winch  point  the 
sewage  is  pumped  to  the  ('orporation  Sewage  I'ann  at  Beau¬ 
mont  Leys.  Bln  more  recent  years  a  second  pumping  station  lias 
hcen  erected  at  Beaumont  Leys,  by  which  the  sewage  is  rais(*d 
to  u  higher  level,  and  a  system  ol  bacterial  treatment  by  means 
of  “Contact"  beds  has  been  installed.  The  effluent  from  the 
latter  is  turned  on  to  the  land  for  final  purification. 

“Water  Carriage”  System. 

Until  about  2’>  years  ago  the  pail  closet  (“conservancy’  ) 
system  was  in  force.  A  comprehensive  scheme  of  conversion 
to  “water  carriage"  was  then  introduced — powers  being 
obtained  under  a  Local  Act — and  practically  all  pail  closets, 
some  6,000  in  number,  were  converted  into  water  closets,  the 
cost  being  borne  by  the  owners  with  some  assistance  in  special 
cases  from  the  Corporation.  In  this  way  a  great  sanitary 
improvement  was  effected,  and  it  has  been  followed  by  a  great 
reduction  in  the  prevalence  of  certain  infectious  bowel  diseases, 
e.g.,  enteric  fever  and  epidemic  diarrhoea. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  in  the  poorer 
districts  there  are  still  many  houses  that  have  not  got  a 
separate  AY.C.,  but  have  to  share  one  between  two  houses. 
Such  a  system  is  most  objectionable,  on  many  grounds.  Yet, 
owing  to  the  old  system  of  building  houses  crowded  together 
in  courts,  there  are  many  cases  where  there  is  no  room  to 
provide  a  separate  water  closet  for  each  house.

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  comparatively  few  of  these  in  Leicester,  the 
chief  examples  being  Fat-Boiling  (candle  making  and  soap 
making),  2;  Gut  Scraping,  1;  Fell-monger,  1  ;  Skin  Dressing. 
1;  Knacker’s  Yard,  1;  Artificial  Manure  Making,  1. 

They  have  been  kept  under  observation  during  the  year, 
and  no  special  trouble  has  been  experienced. 
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FOOD. 


Milk  Supply. 

Cowsheds  iind  dairies  within  Hie  city  have  been  visited 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Food  Inspectors.  • 

I'.v  far  I  In'  greater  part  of  I  be  milk  supply  of  flu*  city  comes 
from  farms  in  the  surrounding  country  districts. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  much  of  the  milk  supply  ol  Leicester, 
as  of  the  whole  country,  is  produced  under  conditions  which 
are  the  reverse  of  cleanly.  At  the  same  time  there  are  con¬ 
siderable  difficulties  in  tlu'  way  of  producing  milk  under  really 
satisfactory  conditions.  The  new  Milk  Order  which  allows 
milk  to  be  graded  and  certified  according-  to  grade  is  an  im¬ 
portant  step  in  the  right  direction. 

Milk  and  Cream  Regulations. 

These  are  being  generally  observed.  Where  preserved 
cream  is  sold  the  prescribed  labels  appear  to  be  used.  No 
case  of  added  preservative  in  milk  was  discovered  out  of  GO 
samples  of  milk  tested.

Collection  of  House  Refuse. 

The  system  of  collecting  house  refuse,  ashes,  etc.,  in 
Leicester  is  by  the  use  of  portable  “Sanitary”  dustbins,  made 
of  galvanised  iron,  which  are  emptied  by  the  Corporation 
dust-men  usually  once  a  week.  No  doubt  the  system  is  a 
great  improvement  on  the  old  method,  which  it  superseded, 
of  having  large  brick  ashpits  below  the  level  of  the  ground, 
which  were  only  emptied  at  comparatively  long  intervals.  At 
ihe  same  time  these  galvanised  iron  dustbins,  as  the  system 
has  hitherto  been  worked,  are  very  far  from  being  really  satis¬ 
factory.  One  serious  drawback  arises  from  the  fact  that 
though  the  Corporation  uses  and  handles  them,  it  is  the  land¬ 
lord  and  not  the  Corporation  who  has  to  keep  them  in  repair. 
When  they  become  dilapidated  and  worn  out  it  is  often  very 
difficult  to  get  the  landlord  to  either  repair  or  renew  them 
(1  am  retelling  chiefly  to  poor-class  property).  As  a  conse¬ 
quence  they  not.  infrequently  get  into  a  most  unsatisfactory 
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condition.  The  ilust -men  are  unable  to  handle  them  without 
,lun(,ei  to  themselves  and  sometimes  decline  to  attempt  to 
move  them.  They  are  then  not  emptied,  yet  over-lull  ami 
>pill  over,  and  a  nuisance  results.  A  very  great  deal  ot  the 
time  ot  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  clerical  staff  is  taken  up 
m  dealing'  with  these  defective  dustbins. 

||  the  Corporation  themselves  provided  tin*  dustbins  01 
at  least  agreed  to  keep  them  in  repair  and  to  renew  them 
when  past  repair-  very  much  ot  the  difficulty  would  be 
obviat  e<  I . 

Power  to  provide  receptacles  for  house  refuse  is  yiven 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  l<X7o,  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
when  the  pad-closet  system  prevailed  in  Leicester,  the  Cor- 
poration  did  tlnui  provide  the  pails,  so  that  a  local  precedent 
exists. 

As  regards  the  cost,  which  under  this  proposed  arranye- 
ment  would  fall  on  the  ratepayers  instead  of  on  the  landlords, 
it  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  landlords,  by  common  consent, 
have  been  heavily  hit  by  tbe  greatly  increased  charges  for 
repairs,  etc.,  on  house  property,  which,  owing  to  the  rent 
restriction  leyislation,  they  Intve  not  been  able  to  pass  on  to 
the  tenant.  Therefore  the  small  concession  suggested  can 
liardlv  be  reyarded  as  unreasonable.  Moreover,  if  the  owners 
had  to  provide  a  new  bin  in  the  first  instance,  before  the  Cor¬ 
poration  took  oxer  liability,  it  would  lie  some  years  before  an\ 
considerable  expense  was  incurred,  and  then  only  yraduallv. 
Again,  as  almost  every  ratepayer  uses  a  dustbin,  nearly  all 
would  stand  to  benefit  by  the  arrangement.  Lastly,  from  the 
point  of  view  ot  sanitation,  the  arranyement  would  certainly 
be  a  great  improvement. 

Whilst  referring  to  this  subject  of  dustbins,  it  is  vow 
desirable  that  in  every  yard  the  spot  where  the  dustbin  should 
stand  should  lie  (dearly  indicated  and  a  properly  paved  area 
provided.  At  present  the  dustbin  is  placed  anywhere,  and 
frequently  pollutes  the  surrounding'  soil. 


Inspection  of  Food. 

Two  special  Food  Inspectors  are  employed,  Mr.  Martin 
Tyldesley  and  ('apt.  F.  Sowerbutts.  Their  reports  will  be 
found  in  Appendix  o. 


Slaughter  Houses. 


Leicester  possesses  a  municipal  Abattoir,  adjoining  the 
Cattle  Market  in  Aylestone  Uoad.  Nearly  all  t lie  constituent 
slaughter  houses  in  (lie  Abattoir  are  let  to  private  butchers. 
There  are  also  no  registered  slaughter  houses  situated  in 
various  parts  of  the  city.  Many  of  the  latter  are  inevitably 
a  great  nuisance,  placed  as  they  are  in  thickly  populated  neigh¬ 
bourhoods.  From  time  to  time,  as  the  opportunity  occurred, 
the  Sanitary  Committee  have  come  to  an  arrangement  with 
individual  owners  to  surrender  the  right  to  slaughter.  Within 
the  last  ten  years  the  number  has  been  reduced  by  17.  It  is 
very  desirable  that  all  of  these  private  slaughter  houses  should 
be  got  rid  of  as  soon  as  possible. 

Tubercular  Carcases. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  carcases  found  to  be  affected 
with  Tuberculosis  sufficient  to  necessitate  the  destruction  of 
the  whole  carcase  was  47.

Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious 

Diseases. 

Smallpox  and  Vaccination. 

For  (he  seventh  year  in  succession  we  are  able  (o  record 
that  no  case  of  smallpox  occurred  in  Leicester.  Indeed,  with 
the  exception  of  a  solitary  imported  ease  which  did  not 
spread  which  occurred  in  1913,  there  has  been  no  smallpox 
in  Leicester  for  Id  years.  This  is  all  the  more  remarkable 
when  contrasted  with  the  emphatic  prophecies  made  in  all 
<>■00(1  faith  40  years  ago,  when  infantile  vaccination  fell  into 
disuse  in  Leicester. 

It  would  be  rash  *to  assume,  however,  that  smallpox  has 
become  an  extinct  disease.  During  the  past  year  the  disease 
has  appeared  in  several  parts  of  the  country,  and  but  for  the 
active  measures  based  on  modern  methods  of  dealing  with  the 
disease,  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  serious  epidemics 
would  have  resulted.

During'  tin*  past  46  years  tin*  vaccinations  registered  have 
averaged  undei  10  per  cent,  of  the  births.  Kven  allowing  for 
infants  dying'  unvaccinaled,  and  for  any  children — probablv 
comparatively  lew  who  may  la*  vaccinated  in  childhood, 
though  not  in  infancy,  and  so  escape  registration,  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  native-born  population  of  Leicester  under  the  age 
ot  hi  years  which  has  never  been  vaccinated  is  probablv  nearly 
00  per  cent . 


Scarlet  Fever. 

('uses.  040  ;  Deaths,  2;  Removed  to  Hospital,  664. 

Scarlet  Fever  gave  no  particular  trouble  during  the  year; 
664  of  the  eases  were  removed  to  hospital.  Owing  to  the 
beneficent  change  which  lias  taken  place  m  the  type  of  this 
disease*  as  compared  with  40  years  ago.  it  is  possible  that  undue 
importance  is  now  attached  to  it.  .Judged  either  as  a  cause  of 
death  or  of  injury  to  health,  it  must  now  he  regarded  as  one 
of  the  least  serious  of  t lie  infectious  diseases.  On  the  other 
hand,  partly  owing  to  tradition,  the  occurrence  of  a  case  of 
scarlet  fever  in  a  house  is  often  a  cause  of  very  great  inconveni¬ 
ence  or  actual  pecuniary  loss,  and  removal  to  hospital  in  such 
eases  is  fre(|uent  1  v  a  great  boon  w  hich  is  eagerly  sought  after. 
It  is  doubtful,  however,  whether  such  removal  has  any  very 
marked  effect  in  reducing'  the  prevalence  of  the  disease.

Onl v  I")  case's  wan*  notified,  ot  which  ciylil  were  removed 
to  hospital.  Thare'  were  three'  eh'aths.  I  his  disease-1  has  now 
fortunately  become  vary  rare*  in  Leicester.  and  this  may  ha 
reyarded  as  an  indication  oi  impreived  sanitation. 


Puerperal  Fever. 

Eighteen  eases  ware  not ifiael  eluriuy  the  year,  and  eiylit  of 
them  proved  fatal.  Four  of  the  eases  we're  midwives"  eases, 
with  two  deaths;  six  wara  doctors'  ease's,  with  two  deaths; 
two  were  attended  by  hot  h  doctor  and  midwife,  wit  h  one  ileat  h  ; 
four  oecurre'd  in  institutions  or  nursiny  homes,  with  three 
deaths;  one  was  an  abortion  ;  and  in  one  case  record  is  not  com¬ 
plete.  I  lia  number  of  hotli  ease's  and  deaths  is  rather  laryei 
than  usual,  but  then  the  number  of  children  horn  was  laryei 
than  usual.  All  ease's  are  iiupiired  into,  and  il  the  ease  occurs 
m  tin1  practice  of  a  midwife  she*  is  sent  for  an  interview 
and  appropriate  directions  yiven. 

Pneumonia. 

This  is  now  a  notifiable  disease,  but  it  is  very  doubtful  it 
any  real  advantage  is  to  be'  yarned  by  haviny  j|  notifiable'.

Malaria  and  Dysentery. 

I’lit'se  also  are  now  notifiable  diseases,  and  may  be1  reyarded 
as  bemy  part  of  the  aftermath  of  the  war.  A  number  of  case's 
of  each  were  not  i  tied  in  1 919  i  n  el  i  sell  a  ryed  sold  iei  s,  and  in  1  f)2U 
there  were'  o  ed  dysentery  ami  I  of  malaria. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

101  cases  were  notified,  being-  the  same  number  as  in  the 
previous  year.  Many  of  the  cases  were  of  a  very  slight  descrip¬ 
tion.  Most  o!  the  severe  eases  are  undoubtedlv  due  to 
gonorrlueal  infection  from  tin-  mother,  who  in  turn  has  usually 
been  infected  by  the  father.  All  cases  are  repeatedly  visited 
by  the  health  visitors  to  see  that  proper  treatment  is  being 
given.  Fortunately,  in  only  one  case  did  permanent  blindness 
or  serious  injury  to  sight  result.  In  five  cases  of  weakly 
infants  the  child  died.

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

This  is  the  scientific  name  which  has  been  given  to  the  new 
disease  which  first  attracted  attention  in  this  country  some 
three  years  ago,  and  which  for  a  short  time  was  referred  to 
under  the  name  of  “botulism,”  though  that  name  was  quickly 
dropped  as  soon  as  the  distinctive  characteristics  of  the  disease 
were  recognised. 

In  popular  parlance  it  is  often  referred  to  as  “sleeping- 
sickness,"  owing  to  the  fact  that  persistent  drowsiness, 
amounting  in  severe  cases  to  actual  stupor,  is  a  marked  feature 
of  the  disease.  This  name,  however,  is  not  a  satisfactory  one 
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ami  is  likely  In  lend  to  con  I  Usion ,  i  iiasmuch  as  il  Ims  already 
been  appropriated  tor  aiiolhci  and  entirely  distinct  disease 
which  occurs  in  certain  paits  of  the  world.  N everl  lieless.  a 
popular  name  which  can  he  easily  picked  up  and  used  by  the 
public  is  clearly  desirable,  and  “sleepy  lever  would  seem 
appropriate  and  not  he  likely  to  cause  confusion  with  any 
other  disease'. 

The  term  “encephalitis  let  ha  rgiea  implies  “inflammation 
ot  the  brain  associated  with  lethargy/'  the  scat  ol  the  trouble 
being'  in  the  brain,  and  drowsiness,  as  already  mentioned,  being’ 
an  outstanding’  symptom. 

I’lic  disease  is  a  very  serious  one.  and  nearly  hall  the  eases 
recorded  so  tar  have  proved  fatal.  Moreover,  it  is  showing 
a  tendency  to  become  more  prevalent,  and  a  marked  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  throughout  the  country  occurred  in 
the  ('ally  months  of  1921.  I' nfort unat ely ,  very  little  is  known 
as  to  (In'  causation  of  the  disease,  though  it  is  believed  to  he 
due  to  a  specific  virus  (presumably  a  microbe)  just  as  in  the 
case  of  most  epidemic  diseases.  In  certain  respects  it  re¬ 
sembles  cerebro-spinal  fever  and  poliomyelitis.  In  all  three 
affections  the  seat  of  iho  trouble  is  the  central  nervous  system, 
though  in  the  last  two  it  is  the  spinal  cord  rather  than  the 
brain  which  is  affected.  In  each  case  the  disease  seems 
ca])able  of  assuming'  epidemic  prevalence,  though  the  infection 
appears  rarely  to  spread  directly  from  cast*  to  case.  Indeed, 
it  is  extremely  rare  for  more  than  one  case  to  occur  m  a  house, 
and  persons  attending  the  sick  very  rarely  if  ever  catch  the 
complaint. 

hineephalitis  lethargica  may  attack  persons  of  either  sex 
or  any  age,  though  it  appears  to  have  a  preference  for  the 
.middle  period  of  life.  The  duration  of  the  incubation  period 
is  unknown.  Tin*  stage  ot  onset  varies  from  one  to  three 
weeks.  The  principal  symptoms  of  the  disease  are  drowsiness, 
sometimes  passing  on  to  actual  stupor;  headache,  general 
lassitude,  occasionally  vomiting'  and  dinrrhiea.  Soreness  and 
dryness  of  the  throat  may  be  present.  I'ise  of  temperature 
(101  -102  degrees),  marked  weakness,  difficulty  in  speech  ; 

spasmodic  contraction  of  certain  muscles  (myoclonus);  occa¬ 
sionally  there  are  transient  skin  rashes,  hut  there  is  no 
characteristic  eruption:  often  there  is  inability  lo  properlv 
raise  the  eyelids  (ptosis),  and  there  may  he  double  vision 
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(diplopia).  In  bad  cases  there  is  often  incontinence  of  urine 
and  faeces. 

“The  severest  eases  lie  in  bed  like  a  log'  or  resemble  a 
waxen  linage  in  the  lack  of  expression  and  of  mobility.  The 
immobility  may  be  accompanied  by  catalepsy.-’  The  stupor 
is  of  various  decrees  and  may  last  from  a  few  days  to  several 
weeks.  During-  t  his  time  the  patient  can  only  be  roused  with 
difficulty  1o  swallow  food  and  (piickly  relapses  again,  taking 
little  or  no  notice  of  his  surroundings.  In  eases  which  recover, 
defects  of  speech,  loss  of  memory,  or  changed  mental  disposi¬ 
tion,  may  persist  for  many  months. 

In  a  memorandum,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  (from 
which  the  above  description  lias  been  taken),  it  is  recommended 
that  eases  should  be  isolated  as  far  as  possible,  and  hospital 
accommodation  provided  when  eases  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
treated  at  home.  At  the  same  time,  as  has  already  been 
stated,  there  appears  to  be  only  very  slight  risk  to  persons 
attending  the  sick.  It  is  not  necessary  to  stop  other  inmates 
from  continuing  at  work  or  even  at  school,  though  children 
may  be  kept  away  for  three  weeks  if  thought  desirable.  As 
a  precaution  for  other  inmates  of  the  house,  a  simple  gargle, 
e.g..  of  permanganate  of  potash,  may  be  used. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

The  campaign  against  venereal  disease  has  been  continued 
during  the  year  and  may  be  considered  under  two  distinct 
heads : — 

L. — Diagnosis  and  Treatment. 

II. — Educational  Propaganda. 

The  latter  has  been  handed  over  by  the  Sanitary  Committee 
to  the  Leicester  Branch  of  the  National  Council  for  Combating 
Venereal  Disease. 

I. — Diagnosis  and  Treatment. 

This  is  carried  out  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  under  a  joint 
scheme  arranged  between  that  institution  and  the  City  and 
County  Councils.  Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  the 
subjoined  report  of  the  Medical  Officers,  and  in  Tables  10 — 12, 
but  briefly  the  arrangements  are  as  follows:-  There  are  four 
male  clinics  per  week,  attended  by  Major  Blakesley,  assisted 
by  Dr.  Atkinson  and  male  orderlies.  There  are  three  female 
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clinics  ;i 1 1 (‘Milt'd  by  Dr.  I >«*•-- i i *  S\ min<>ton,  assist t*d  by  mux's.

I  beg-  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  Male  Venereal  Clinic 
of  the  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary,  under  the  control  of  your 
Councils  and  the  Ministry  of  Health,  for  the  year  1920. 

I  have  received  (‘very  consideration  and  support  from  the 
Board  of  Governors,  and  valued  assistance  from  Dr.  Mack- 
arell  the  Rat hologist .  Dr.  Atkinson,  w  ho  was  appointed  to 
assist  me  in  December,  1919,  has  done  excellent  work  in  the 
department.  l»ei n employed  for  the  “renter  part  of  his  time 
in  the  technical  application  of  treatment  to  the  patients  suffer¬ 
ing  from  Gonorrhoea.  He  has  taken  charge  of  the  Clinic  in 
my  absence  on  holiday  most  successfully,  and  1  have  to  thank 
him  for  helping’  me  to  maintain  m  a  high  degree  the  confidence 
and  goodwill  of  the  patients  and  lay  workers  in  the  depart¬ 
ment. 

Xkw  Patients.  During  the  period  under  review.  ( >( >4  new 
patients  presented  themselves  for  treatment  in  the  Out- 
Patients  Clinic,  40S  were  suffering  from  Syphilis,  find  from 
Gonorrhoea,  and  three  were  not  suffering-  from  Venereal 
Disease-  4->8  City,  and  20b  County  patients. 

In  every  case  the  discharge's  or  blood  were  submitted  to 
Pathological  and  Bacteriological  examination,  on  one  or  more 
occasions  for  the  purpose  of  diagnosis  and  as  a  test  of  progress 
towards  recovery. 

Total  Attendances. — 12,142  renewed  attendances  were 
made  by  patients,  4,947  being-  treated  for  Syphilis,  7.114  toi 
Gonorrhoea,  and  til  were  not  \  .P.:  S..S41  attendances  were 
from  the  City,  and  4,291  County.

M  \le  In-Patient  Pecartment.  lid  Patients  were  ad¬ 
mitted  lo  tht‘  Wards  lit  being'  horn  the  City  and  dl  from  the 
Conn  (a  ol  Leicester;  ot  these,  <S(»  underwent  operation,  requir¬ 
ing  a  general  Anaesthetic.  II  1  ut  l  a-spinal  injections  ol  Salvar- 
saniseil  blood  serum  were  given,  and  (i  patients  were  admitted 
for  dilation  of  stricture  of  urethra. 

Ai  i  ommiida  rioN.  Four  (dimes  weekly  are  still  held,  each 
extending  lo  about  three  hours.  Idle  numbers  attending  show 
a  marked  increase  on  the  previous  year;  but  the  overcrowding 
of  t  he  ( )u  t-Pat  ient  building  with  ot  her  classes  of  pat  ion  ts,  pre¬ 
vents  further  time  being  allowed  for  their  exclusive  use  b\ 
Venereal  patients.  This  increase  in  numbers  attending  will 
probably  decrease,  as  the  number  of  new  cases  of  Gonorrhoea 
has  materially  diminished. 

The  new  buildings  in  contemplation  are  urgently  necessary, 
in  order  that  time  for  the  practice  of  the  most  effective  and 
up-to-date  methods  and  treatment  may  be  ar’ailable,  and  for 
the  greater  privacy  of  the  patients  attending.  I  am  satisfied 
that  many  more  patients  would  attend  for  treatment  if  the 
place,  days  and  hours  of  the  clinic  were  more  generally  known, 
and  that  the  patients  become  less  infectious  to  others  after 
even  a  short  course  of  treatment. 

It  is  regrettable  that  so  large  a  proportion  of  patients 
cease  attending  before  complete  recovery — and  in  many  cases 
after  only  two  attendances  at  the  Clinic — these,  1  believe 
mostly  cease  attendance  after  their  most  disagreeable 
symptoms  have  disappeared  ;  many  of  these  cases  are  likely  to 
relapse  and  render  patients  to  some  extent  a  danger  to  the 
public,  but  every  encouragement  and  advice  is  given  to 
patients  lo  continue  until  it  can  be  said  that  they  are  well,  by 
the  most  severe  Clinical  and  Pathological  tests. 

My  th  anks  are  due  to  all  who  have  worked  in  connection 
with  this  department,  for  their  willing  assistance  and  loyal 
support  during-  the  past  year.

i )  u  1 1  n  <4  (lie  year  tour  Clinics  have  been  held  cadi  week- 
three  at  I  he  Koval  Infirmary,  and  one  at  St.  Mary's  Home, 
I  In1  X ewa i  ke. 

Patients  attending'  for  the  first  time  for  diagnosis  or  treat¬ 
ment  have  numbered  889  at  the  Koval  Infirmary,  and  (iO  a* 
St.  Mary’s  Home,  but  the  latter  included  8  cases  sent  on  from 
the  Koval  Infirmary.  This  makes  a  total  of  441  new  cases, 
which  is  an  increase  of  Lit)  on  the  numbers  attending  for  the 
first  time  last  year.  Kenewed  attendances  at  all  clinics  have 
numbered  0,894. 

During  the  year  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  treat  certain 
classes  of  case  at  each  clinic.  Thus,  one  afternoon  is  set 
apart  for  Ihe  treatment  of  married  women;  one  evening" for 
anyone  working  by  day;  one  evening  for  the  treatment  of  un¬ 
married  girls  (this  clinic  is  held  at  St.  Mary's  Home);  one 
afternoon  is  for  mothers  with  their  babies  and  children. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  prevail  upon  young  married  women 
to  attend  the  clinics,  the  chief  reason  'being  the  publicity  in¬ 
volved.  Hence  these  patients  do  not  get  regular  treatment, 
and  at  present  no  method  has  been  found  to  get  over  the 
difficulty. 

Mothers  vxn  Children.  The  Clinic  at  the  Koval  Infirm¬ 
ary  for  mothers  w  ith  their  babies  and  children,  is  well  attend¬ 
ed.  titi  children  have  attended  this  year  for  the  first  time. 
•48  infants  have  been  examined  and  treated,  HI  of  these  are 
being  treated  by  injection.  The  resells  have  been  encourag¬ 
ing.  but  no  definite  report  can  vel  be  given.  In  addition  28 
children  are  undergoing  treatment. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  this  year  to  treat  by  injection 
some  of  the  cast's  where  syphilis  has  attacked  the  eye-sight, 
specific  treatment  being  given  by  injection  at  the  same  time 
as  local  treatment  in  tin*  Fve  Department.  Many  thanks  are 
due  to  Mr.  Ridley,  for  his  valuable  advice  and  assistance. 

Treatment  during  Pregnancy.  This  is  a  most  important 
part  of  the  work  amongst  women,  and  even  effort  has  been

1  x-l’vri exts .  The  ward  containing  threi*  bi'ds  is  generally 
quite  full.  (17  eases  were  admitted  during1  tin*  year.  One 
death  lias  taken  place  from  infective  endocarditis.  A  new 
ward  is  ready  continuing’  (i  beds  for  women,  J  cots,  and  J 
cradles  for  infants.  Therefore,  in  1921,  including-  the  12  beds 
at  St.  Mai  v  s  Home.  JO  beds  will  be  available  for  treatment 
of  venereal  eases  from  the  t’ltv  and  (  niintv.  Also  a  special 
room  will  be  set  apart  for  .daily  treatment  of  out-patients 
attending'  the  Royal  Infirmary,  which  will  be  an  additional 
advantage. 


Results. 

The  question  of  positive*  cine  of  these  patients  is  a  difficult 
one  to  answer.  Improvement  in  general  health  is  soon  m 
nearly  every  infected  person  who  perseveres  with  the  treat¬ 
ment.  and  local  infections  as  for  example,  tumours  of  the 
hone,  ulcers  of  the  leg,  acute  infections  of  tin*  eye-  -disappear 
rapidly.  Moreover,  infectious  conditions  are  rendered  non- 
infeetious  1  > \  regular  treatment,  and  the  dang-ei  of  spread  to 
others  is  thereby  minimised. 

Hut  proof  of  complete  cure  cannot  be  obtained  m  tin*  large 
majority  of  cases,  as  patients  readily  leave  off  reporting'  their 
condition.  This  class  of  case  ma\  return  when  symptoms  of 
the  disease  arise,  and  il  is  difficult  then  to  say  whether  the 


eondilion  is  due  Id  re-infection  or  nol.  Hut  when  \  cii  err'ul 
disease  is  diagnosed  early  and  treatment  begun  early,  and  no 
linie  or  tumble  is  spared,  all  signs  and  symptoms  of  disease  do 
ultimately  disappear,  even  though  all  the  tests  suggested  hv 
I  lie  Minis(i\  ,,|  Health  (requiring  observation  foi  tour  years) 
may  not  he  practicable.

The  weekly  clinic  for  in-patients  and  out-patients  is  held 
on  one  evening-  each  week. 

Attendance  at  clinics: — In-patients,  599;  Out-patients, 
410;  total,  1,009. 

50  additional  attendances  were  made  during  the  week  for 
dressings.  This  clinic  is  reserved  for  young  unmarried  girls. 
00  new  cast's  began  treatment  during-  the  year.  3  of  which 
were  passed  on  from  the  Royal  Infirmary  Clinic.  Excluding 
ihe  latter,  which  have  already  been  counted  in  the  Infirmary 
figures,  the  52  new  cases  consisted  of  the  following;  — 
Gonorrhoea,  15;  Syphilis,  13;  both  diseases,  14;  infants  of 
diseased  mothers,  4;  not  suffering  from  Y.D.,  but  sent  for 
examination,  0;  total,  52. 

Number  of  injections  given  :  —  ln-patients.  178;  Out¬ 
patients,  49. 

I  regard  the  w  ork  in  connection  with  venereal  disease  which 
is  being  done  at  St.  Mary’s  Home  as  very  valuable,  and  as  a 
distinct  addition  to  what  is  being  done  at  the  Royal  Infirmary. 
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For  one  thing  much  more  supervision  can  he  exercised  over 
the  patients,  which  is  a  great  advantage.  I  lie  wards  are  open 
night  and  day  and  cases  are  admitted  at  any  hour.

II.— Educational  Propaganda. 

The  treatment  and  cure  of  Venereal  Diseases  is  a  humiliat¬ 
ing,  tedious,  expensive,  and — from  all  points  of  view—  a  most 
unsatisfactory  business.  How  infinitely  better  is  prevention 
than  cure;  no  other  disease  is  more  essentially  preventable 
than  venereal  disease.  If  men  and  women  could  only  be 
persuaded  to  abstain  from  certain  actions  there  is  every  reason 
to  believe  that  these  loathsome  complaints  would  cease  to 
exist.  Though  it  may  be  Utopian  to  hope  to  abolish  these 
entirely,  whilst  human  nature  is  what  it  is,  there  is  good 
reason  to  think  that  education  on  sex  matters  and  enlighten¬ 
ment  as  to  the  dangers  and  risks  involved  by  indulgence  in 
promiscuous  intercourse  may  do,  and  already  bits  done,  very 
much  to  minimise  their  ravages.  Hence  the  great  importance 
of  appropriate  propaganda. 

In  Leicester  this  part  of  the  campaign  against  venereal 
disease  has  been  entrusted  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  the 
Local  Branch  of  the  N.C.C.V.D. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Branch  for  the  year : —

The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  Officers  together 
with  21  members,  the  majority  of  whom  represent  various 


organised  bodies  and  societies.  The  Branch  itself  consists 
of  52  members. 

During  the  year  nine  meetings  of  the  Committee  have  been 
held  and  two  meetings  of  the  Branch. 

Instruction  in  Sex  Hygiene. 

Lectures  in  connection  with  the  Evening  Continuation 
Classes  have  again  been  given  as  in  previous  years.  Altogether 
54  lectures  (27  to  boys  and  27  to  girls)  were  delivered  at  14 
centres,  tlxe  total  attendance  being  5G3  boys  and  838  girls, 
total  1,401. 

A  special  lecture  was  arranged  for  the  boys  leaving  the 
Secondary  Schools  at  the  end  of  the  summer  term,  and  a 
corresponding  lecture  for  the  gills.  That  for  boys  was  given 
bv  Dr.  Vincent  Shaw,  Mr.  Kingdom,  Head  Master  of  the 
Wyg  geston  Boys’  School,  presiding;  that  for  girls  was  given 
by  Dr.  Winifred  Cullis,  who  again  visited  Leicester  for  the 
purpose.  The  attendance  of  boys  was  110;  that  of  girls  was 
estimated  at  150. 

The  following  extract  is  from  a  letter  of  appreciation 
written  by  Miss  Heron,  Head  Mistress  of  the  Wyggeston 
Girls'  School:  — 

“  I  thought  you  would  be  glad  to  know  that  I)r.  Cullis’ 
lecture  last  Friday  to  g'irls  leaving*  school  was  even  more 
successful  than  the  one  she  gave  last  year.  For  one  thing, 
there  were  three  times  as  many  girls.  I  think  we  had  about 
150  girls  in  our  Drill  Hall  to  hear  her.  I  can  speak  chiefly 
about  our  own,  and  I  find  that  only  one  girl  was  kept  away 
by  her  parents  from  prejudice.  .  .  .  On  the  other  hand,  the 
expressions  of  gratitude  and  approval  from  other  parents  are 
numerous.  One  lady  told  me  that  her  daughter,  aged  17. 
on  returning  home  said,  ‘Mother,  1  had  no  idea  it  was  all 
so  wonderful.’  Another  girl  wanted  to  tell  her  mother  all 
about  it  and  said  she  so  much  wanted  to  know  still  more. 
All  the  audience  had  the  same  attentive,  reverent  wav  of 
receiving  the  instruction  that  we  noticed  last  year,  and  I 
could  not  discover  the  least  sign  of  self-consciousness  or 
foolishness.  ...” 

Women  Police. 

The  question  of  Women  Police  having  been  fully  discussed 
and  the  Committee  being  strongly  of  opinion  that  their  appoint- 
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meat  was  very  desirable,  look  an  active  pari  in  arranging'  for 
a  joint  deputation  representing  some  If)  societies  or  organised 
bodies,  to  wait  upon  (lie  Watch  ( 'oinni  it  lee.  Although  (lie 
Watch  ('ommitlee  is  not  al  present  convinced  of  the  expediency 
of  appointing  Women  Police,  ii  can  hardly  be  doubted  that 
such  an  influential  deputation  inns  I  have  carried  considerable 
weight. 


The  “  End  of  the  Road  ”  Film. 

After  several  disappointments  the  Branch  was  at  length 
successful,  thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the  Y.M.C.A.,  in 
getting  this  remarkable  and  effective  propaganda  film  publicly 
shown  in  Leicester  in  the  Association  Hall,  where  it  was 
exhibited  for  nearly  two  weeks.  Arrangements  were  made 
fora  rota  of  speakers  to  give  a  ten  minutes'  address  before  each 
performance. 

Prophylaxis  Controversy. 

riiis  has  been  carefully  discussed  by  the  Branch,  but  no 
specific  action  has  been  taken. 

Poster  Campaign. 

This  has  been  continued  in  the  principal  public  conveniences 
in  the  City.

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year

Disinfection. 

The  total  number  of  articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  etc., 
disinfected  by  steam  during'  the'  year  was  2,()99.  The  number 
of  houses  or  parts  of  houses  disinfected  was  2,009. 

Housing. 

Leicester,  in  common  with  most  other  places  is  suffering' 
from  an  acute  shortage  of  houses.  There  are  not  nearl\ 
enough  houses  for  the  population,  and  many  people  who 
want  houses  are  quite  unable  to  obtain  them.  As  a  con¬ 
sequence.  very  many  families  have  to  obtain  lodgings  where 
and  when  they  can,  m  many  eases  having'  to  pay  heavily,  if 
not  excessively,  for  very  indifferent  accommodation.  The 
fact  that  once  a  family  succeeds  in  getling  into  a  house  it  is 
often  difficult  to  oust  them,  necessarily  makes  people,  already 
in  possession,  somewhat  chary  of  taking  in  lodgers.  AH  sorts 
of  difficulties  and  discomforts  amounting  in  many  eases,  il 
is  to  he  feared .  to  actual  mi  scry  -  has  res  u  I  ted  from  this  "house1 
famine  which  has  been  going'  on  ever  since  the  wai.  Mean¬ 
while.  children  are  growing'  up  and  reaching  an  age  when  the 
sexes  ought  certainly  to  he  separated,  thus  adding  to  the 
complications  exist  ing. 

New  Houses. 

I  n  tort  u  na  t  ely .  the  business  ot  providing'  new  houses  so 
urgently  needed  has  been  exasperat  ingly  slow,  all  soils  of 
difficulties  having  been  encountered.  First  there1  has  been 
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llir  overwhelming  financial  difficulty,  owing'  to  the  prohibitive 
cost  of  building ;  then  there  has  been  1 1 1 < *  necessity  of  prolonged 
negotiation  with  the  Ministry  ot  Health;  then  the  shortage  of 
skilled  labour  and  of  certain  building  materials. 

h  loin  a  leturn  made  by  the  City  Surveyor,  dated  December 
29lh.  1920,  it  appeals  that  since  the  hegi  n  n  i  n  g  of  .March  1920, 
contracts  had  been  signed  for  505  houses.  Of  this  number 
309  weiv  in  progress  of  building.  Although  none  of  these 
were  then  ready  for  occupation,  a  few  were  nearing  completion, 
and  it  was  hoped  they  would  be  ready  very  soon. 

Tenders  were  being  invited  for  a  further  instalment  of  100 
houses  on  the  Coleman  I’oad  Estate,  making  the  total  005. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  schemes  for  ( >4<S  houses  were  in 
c;  >  sc  of  preparation,  Ihe  preliminary  plans  being  in  the  hands 
of  the  Minis!  ry  of  I  built  h . 

Eleven  houses  had  been  approved  under  See.  12  (3)  of  the 
Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  (1019),  1  being  occupied, 
2  nearing  completion,  4  well  in  hand,  and  4  not  yet  commenced. 

With  legard  to  Subsidy  Housing  (Giants  to  Private 
Persons)  ->3  houses  had  been  approved,  14  of  which  were 
occupied . 

1547  applications  had  been  received  for  houses,  but  this 
figure  is,  of  course,  very  little  indication  of  the  actual  number 
of  persons  needing  houses. 


Shortcomings  of  Old  Houses. 

Apart  from  the'  shortage  of  houses,  housing  conditions  in 
Leicester  probably  compare  favourably  with  those  obtaining 
in  many  other  towns,  and  ihe  proportion  of  that  class  ot 
property  to  which  the  term  “slum”  can  be  fairly  applied  is 
comparatively  small.  Having  said  this  much,  however,  it 
must  be*  admitted  that  there  are  a  great  many  houses  in  the 
pooler  and  older  districts  of  the  City  which  are  lamentably 
below  the*  standard  recognised  to-day  as  being  desirable  for 
all  human  dwellings.  Thus,  many  houses  have  not  got  a 
sepai  ate  W  This  is  a  most  serious  drawback  and  objection¬ 
able  deficiency.  Still  more  have  not  got  the  water  supply 
brought  inside  the  house,  but  have  to  carry  water  in  from  a 
common  tap  in  the  yard.  In  such  cases  it  is  unusual  for  the 


liiMisi*  to  possess  ;i  sink  with  waste-pipe.  Still  oilier  houses 
have  no  facilities  loi  washing  dollies,  such  as  a  "  copper, 
(Mlliev  in  the  house  or  in  a  detached  w ’ash-house.  In  a  certain 
number  of  east's  a  wash-house  lm  (he  eoniuion  use  ol  several 
houses  in  a  yard  is  provided,  and  this  latter  arrangement  is 
the  least  that  should  la1  rewarded  as  salisfai  lory. 

Another  common  defect  is  the  poor  pliably  ol  the  cooking 
facilities  provided,  viz.,  a  cheap  kitchen  ranee  without  any 
hoi  lei  and  with  a  mole  ol  less  inellicient  oven.  Propel 
facilities  tor  the  storing'  of  food  are  also  I  re<  j  u  (‘  n  1 1  y  lacking  m 
tin'  (  lass  of  house  we  are  now  considering. 

Prior  to  the'  war  the  Sanitury  ( 'oinniit  tee  had  emharkt'd 
on  a  policy  of  thoroughly  overhauling  this  old  and  d(‘f(‘ctive 
(  lass  ot  property  and  bringing'  it  up-to-date  and  more  in 
accordance  with  modern  ideas.  A  special  holism**'  inspectoi 
was  ajipomted  to  enalde  the  work  to  he  carried  out  more 
expedit  lously .  Tilt'll  came  1  lit'  war  and  the*  work  had 
necessarily  to  be  suspended,  but  wo  looked  forward  confidently 
to  being  able  to  continue  it  after  the  war.  Idlest'  hopes, 
however,  have  not  been  fulfilled  owing'  to  the  serious  financial 
position  resulting  from  the  war,  and  improvements  in  house 
property  involving  structural  alterations  have  become  almost 
impossible  :  indeed,  it  is  often  with  great  difficulty  that  we  are 
able  to  get  ordinary  and  necessary  repairs  earned  out.  Ilow 
long-  this  present  unfortunate  position  will  continue  it  is 
impossible  to  forecast. 


Provision  of  Allotment  Cardens. 

It  is  with  uii(| mil ified  approval  that  I  view  the  great 
increase  in  the  number  of  allotment  gardens  which  is  taking 
place,  thanks  to  tin*  groat  efforts  made  by  the  Instates  ( ’om- 
ni  it  tee  and  the  special  Snb-( 'oinniit  tee  concerned.  1  ndoubt- 
edly  this  is  a  health  measure  ,,|  tin*  first  importance  calculated 
to  have  a  very  far-reaching'  effect  upon  the  health  and  welfare 
of  all  those  engaged  upon  these  allotments.  In  -pile  of  the 
enormous  increase  m  the  number  of  allotments  in  and  around 
I  .el  cost  er,  as  com  pa  rod  with  pre-war  days,  such  is  the  popula  r- 
ity  of  tin'  movement,  fostered  and  encouraged  as  it  no  doubt 
is  by  the  institution  of  “summer-time"  and  the  extra  hour 
in  the  summer  evenings,  that  the  demand  for  more  is  not  yet 
satisfied.  I  understand  that  during  the  year  something'  like 
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10'J  acre's  ot  t  re's  1 1  allotments  have  been  provided  and  readily 
lakcn  up,  in  spile  of  the  t u< •  I  tlial  many  of  llicin  are  a  lone 
w  ay  on!  of  I  he  Ci ty . 

I'onipari'd  with  oilier  large  (owns,  mid  on  a  population 
basis,  Leicester  holds  ;i  proud  position  in  (lie  area  of  allot  l  u  o  n  1 
giound  provideel. 

The  Need  for  Out-door  Recreational  Facilities. 

There  is  no  doubt  that,  in  spite  of  all  that  file'  Corporation 
Inis  done'  (through  its  Parks  Committee)  to  provide  out-door 
recreational  facilities  in  connection  with  its  parks  and  open 
spaces,  1  lie1  ne'e'd  has  not  nearly  been  satisfied.  With  the* 
slim  I e ' r  wen  king  hours  and  higher  wages,  young  people  now 
have'  more  leisure  and  greater  means  to  enable  them  to  take 
up  out-door  games — tennis,  hockey,  golf,  cricket,  and  football. 
This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  it  is  calculated  to  have 
a  fai -reaching  beneficial  effect  upon  ihe  health  and  well-being 
of  both  the  present  and  the  next  generation.  It  deserves 
every  encouragement,  and  I  venture  to  urge  that  any  expendi- 
tme  in  tins  direction  is  money  well  spent.  Moreover,  as 
young  people  are  in  most  cases  willing  to  pay  for  the  facilities 
afforded,  the  cost  to  the  rate-payer  should  be  comparatively 
trifling. 

I  am  assured  by  those  who  ought  to  know  that  at  the 
present  time  young  people  wishing  to  play  tennis  have  great 
difficulty  in  obtaining  tbe  use  of  a  court,  such  courts  as  have 
been  provided  on  the  public  parks  being  quite  insufficient  to 
meet  the  demand. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  another  year  of  good 
and  useful  activity  in  this  section  of  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department.  This  part  of  the  Sanitary  Committee’s  work 
has  now  been  handed  over  to  the  Statutory  “  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  ”  Committee,  which  consists  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee,  phis  the  addition  of  four  co-opted  women 
membeis.  A  .Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee, 
consisting  of  these  four  women  members,  together  with  eleven 
members  of  the  Sanitary  "Committee  mgets  once  a  month 
(first  Wednesday),  the  Chairman  of  the  Sanitary  Committee

It  will  l»e  seen  from  this  return  that,  thanks  largely  to  the 
increased  number  of  the  staff,  there  has  been  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  visits  paid. 


2.  Schools  for  Mothers. 

there  are  eleven  Infant  Welfare  Centres  carried  on  under 
the  name  of  ‘‘Schools  for  Mothers  or  ‘‘Babies'  VTeJeomes. 
Nominally  they  are  under  the  auspices  of  the  Leicester  Health 
Society,  and  each  is  controlled  by  a  President,  who  is  assisted 
by  a  small  band  of  other  voluntary  workeis.  She  also  has 
the  services  of  out'  of  the  Corporation  Health  \  isitors.  The 
Sanitary  Committee  has  now  taken  over  practically  the  whole 
of  tin'  financial  responsibility,  paying  the  lent  of  the  premises 
for  tin'  one  day  a  week  they  urc  in  use,  and  providing  medical 
officers  and  equipment.  Those  “Schools  for  Mothers  '  are 
usually  held  in  the  schools  attached  to  some  place  of  worship. 
None  of  the  schools  meet  more  than  one  afternoon  per  week. 
A  medical  officer  attends  and  holds  an  infant  clinic  once  a 
week  at  the  larger  schools,  and  once  a  fortnight  at  the  others. 

Mu  17  oases  the  fa-tus  was  taken  away  with  the  consent  of  the  mother  for 
pathological  examination  (W’assormann  Test.)  \'ilh  a  view  to  discovering  ill*' 
cause  of  the  trouble.

3.  Infants’  Clinics. 

In  addition  to  tlmse  held  in  connection  with  the  Schools 
for  Mothers,  Infant  Clinics  are  held  twice  a  week  at  the 
Infants'  Milk  Depot.  As  it  is  impossible  for  the  Medical 
Officer  m  charge  of  Maternily  and  Child  Welfare  to  attend 
all  the  clinics — there  hei  11  *»■  now  9  or  ll)  each  week — assistance 
is  {riven  by  a  woman  medical  practitioner,  and  by  the  Resident 
Medical  Officers  for  tin*  Isolation  Hospital. 

Dunne-  the  year,  the  total  number  of  sessions  of  the  clinics 
held  in  connection  with  the1  Schools  for  Mothers  was  278,  and 
the  total  number  of  attendances,  i.e.,  of  infants  seen  by  tin* 
medical  officers,  was  8,4(i(>. 

In  addition  1)7  clinics  sessions  were  held  at  the  Milk  Depot, 
and  I  he  number  ot  attendances  w  as  2,21->.  and  at  Newton 
Ward  ( '('litre  there  wen*  weekly  sessions,  sav  48,  with  1,988 
attendances,  midship  a  total  ot  428  infant  clinics  sessions,  with 
a  total  attendance  of  7,<i(i!),  represent  ilia-  an  averape  attend¬ 
ance  of  1 8.

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4.  Ante-Natal  Clinics. 


Ante-Natal  Clinics,  or  tree  consultations  tor  expectant 
mothers,  are  another  most  important  point  of  a  modern 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme.  It  is  desirable  that 
(•Very  women  about  to  become  a  mother  should  be  able  to  obtain 
medical  advice  as  to  her  condition. 

I  here  are  certain  obvious  advantages  in  having  ante-natal 
clinics  in  connection  with  maternity  homes,  and  in  Leicester 
we  now  have  a  weekly  clinic  both  at  the  Municipal  Maternity 
Home  and  the  one  in  Causeway  Lane.  A  third  clinic  is  also 
held  weekly  at  the  Infants'  Milk  Depot.

When  Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  first  started  a  few  years 
ago  the  attendance  was  somewhat  disappointing.  All  that  is 


now  changed.  The  attendance  has  increased  so  much  that  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  three  clinics  a  week  are  now  held  instead 
of  only  one,  the  number  of  expectant  mothers  wishing  to 
consult  the  medical  officer  is  often  embarrassingly  large. 


5.  Infants’  Milk  Depot. 

The  Infants'  Milk  Depot,  run  by  t he  Corporation ,  has  now 
been  in  operation  for  lti  years  and  has  long-  since  proved  its 
great  utility.  The  number  of  fresh  cases  dealt  with  during 
the  year  was  1,234,  being  twice  as  many  as  in  the  previous 
year. 

Infant  Consultations  were  held  at  the  Depot  twice  a  week. 
The  total  attendances  of  infants  at  them  was  2,21b  as  compared 
with  1,7 b3  in  the  previous  year,  the  total  number  of  consulta¬ 
tions  being  97,  giving  an  average  attendance  of  22.  The 
number  of  infants  brought  to  the  Depot  to  be  weighed  and  foi 
advice,  apart  from  the  consultations,  was  7,076. 

The  work  of  the  Depot  has  increased  most  remarkably  and 
lias  now  reached  very  large  proportions.  Some  indication  of 


its  ut ;) gn  i  tude  is  given  liy  the  figures  in  I  lie  financial  statement 
below. 

Mrs.  Stanion  lias  been  Manageress  over  since  the  Milk 
Depot  was  first  opened.  It  is  very  largely  owing  to  her  capable 
management,  combined  with  her  sympathetic  and  kindly  per¬ 
sonality,  which  lias  niado  tbe  institution  the  great  success  it 
undoubtedly  is.  She  has  made  the  Infants’  Milk  Depot  her 
life  work  and  has  given  herself  unsparingly  to  it.  Innumerable 
mothers  in  difficulties  with  their  infants  have  had  occasion 
to  be  grateful  to  her  for  the  useful  advice  she  has  been  able  to 
give  them. 

For  tin1  financial  year  ending  March  31st,  1921,  the  total 
payments  were  £‘10,398,  whilst  (lie  receipts  were*  £10,373.  In 
add  it  ion .  milk  to  the  value  of  £123  was  gi  ven  away  (free  or  at  a 
reduced  rate),  as  part  of  the  scheme  for  assisting;  necessitous 
maternity  cases.  If  this  amount  be  added  to  the  receipts 
there  is  a  balance  on  the  right  side  on  the  year’s  working. 

6.  Hospital  Treatment  for  Sick  Infants. 

During  the  year  a  small  double-warded  block  at  the  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital  has  been  reserved  for.sick  infants,  and  provides 
accommodation  for  Id  cots.  This  arrangement  was  begun  at 
tin1  ('lid  of  1919,  when  the  Babies’  Nursing  Home  in  Victoria 
Hoad,  which  had  been  carried  on  by  the  Leicester  Health 
Society  was  taken  over  by  the  Corporation.  The  premises 
were  then  converted  for  the  purpose  of  a  temporary  maternity 
home,  and  the  sick  infants  were  provided  for,  as  fully 
described  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
(iroby  Road. 

During  the  year  71  cases  were  admitted,  and  the  average 
duration  of  stay  was  (i2  days. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  work  done  is  given  in  the 
report  of  file  Isolation  Hospital,  Appendix  2. 


7.  Maternity  Homes. 

There  are  two  public  Maternity  Homes  in  Leicester  (in 
addition  to  some  four  small  private  homes) — (1)  the  Leicester 
and  Leicestershire  Maternity  Hospital  in  Causeway  Lane,  and 
(2)  tin*  Municipal  Maternity  Home,  Westcotes  Drive.  The 
former  was  opened  many  years  ago  and  can  accommodate  20 
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pa  t  lents.  ]|  was  loniH'd  by  conversion  of'  a  row  of  cot  la^>'(*s, 
and  consists  of  a  large  number  of  single-bedded  rooms.  Tlie 
institution  is  supported  l>y  voluntary  contributions,  together 
with  "Tants  from  I  1h>  Ministry  of  Health  and  from  tin*  City 
and  County  Councils.  It  has  done  excellent  work  and  ren¬ 
dered  admirable  service  to  the  City  and  County.  As  explained 
in  last  year’s  report,  however,  the  number  of  available  beds 
was  quite  insufficient,  and  large  numbers  of  women  had  to  be 
refused  admission.  ITifortunately,  it  was  not  possible  to  in¬ 
crease  the  accommodation  in  any  way.

t  ndoubtedly,  the  shortage  of  houses  and  the  fact  that  so 
many  young1  wives  had  no  home  of  (heir  own  and  were  living1 
either  in  lodgings  or  with  friends,  largely  increased  the  need 
for  more  Maternity  Idome  accommodation. 

In  consequence  of  urgent  representations  made  to  the 
Sanitary  Committee,  it  was  decided  to  provide  a  municipal 
maternity  home,  and  after  viewing  a  number  of  large  houses 
it  was  eventually  decided  to  purchase  the  mansion  known  as 
Westcotes  Grange  situate  in  its  own  grounds  at  the  corner  of 
Westcotes  Drive  and  Fosse  Road  South. 

Possession  was  obtained  at  the  beginning  of  April  and  the 
work  of  adapting*  it  for  the  purpose  of  a  maternity  home  was 
commenced  at  once. 

The  building  lent  itself  very  readily  for  the  purpose  in  view, 
but  necessarily  a  good  deal  of  work  had  to  be  done.  Briefly, 
this  may  be  summarised  as  follows:  — 

1.  Provision  of  a  sanitary  annexe  to  both  floors,  containing 
w.c.'s,  slop  sinks,  etc. 

2.  Provision  of  two  new  bath-rooms  with  lavatory  basins. 

3.  Provision  of  central  heating  (a  serious  item). 

4.  Conversion  of  large  hall  into  ward  and  passage. 

■').  Provision  of  a  “labour  ward,”  fitted  up  on  the  lines  of 
an  up-to-date  operating  theatre. 

(>.  Provision  of  a  receiving  ward,  fitted  with  bath,  etc., 
and  capable  of  being  used  as  an  emergency  labour  ward. 

7.  Division  of  some  of  the  rooms  by  partitions  to  make 
separate  bedrooms  for  the  staff. 
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S.  Numerous  minoi'  ul  I  er;i  I  ions,  o.g'.,  lo  laundry,  electric 
light,  staircase!  doorways,  windows,  w  ider  niiiin,  soil 
pipes,  i|i n ins.

The  i  list  it  ill  ion  was  actually  opened  for  patients  on  the  31st 
duly,  the  few  patients  remaining  at  the  temporary  premises  in 
Victoria  lload  being’  transferred,  and  the  bitter  institution 
(dosed . 

The  furniture  and  equipment  was  obtained  second-hand, 
much  of  it  having1  been  originally  provided  for  the  Babies 
Home  in  Victoria  Road  before  the  latter  was  transformed  into 
tin’  temporary  Maternity  Home,  and  being  taken  over  at  a 
valuation  from  the  Leicester  Health  Society.  Some  was 
purchased  through  the  Surplus  Disposal  Board  from  the  bib 
Northern  (ieneral  Hospital,  and  some  was  supplied  from  stock 
from  the  (trobv  lload  Hospital. 

Now  that  the  institution  has  been  in  operation  as  a 
maternity  home  for  over  six  months,  I  am  able  to  say  that  it 
has  proved  itself  admirably  suited  for  the  purpose.  Without 
doubt  it  is  an  institution  of  which  any  city  might  he  proud, 
and  the  citizens  of  Leicester  may  well  congratulate  them¬ 
selves  on  possessing  it.  Had  the  opportunity  not  been  seized 
when  it  occurred,  it  is  very  unlikely  that  any  other  mansion 
nearly  so  suitable  would  have  been  obtainable,  whilst  the  cost 
of  building'  a  new  institution  would,  under  present-day  con¬ 
ditions,  have  certainly  been  prohibitive.

There  is  electric  lighting,  and  the  wards  and  passages  are 
heated  by  a  central  heating  apparatus  placed  in  the  basement. 

A  gas  heated  steriliser,  24in .  by  16in.  has  been  installed. 

There  are  delightful  grounds  and  a  good  kitchen  garden. 
The  institution  stands  at  a  distance  from  other  houses  and  is 
screened  from  observation  by  trees  and  shrubs,  forming  a  de¬ 
lightfully  sheltered  retreat.  Behind  and  in  front  of  the 
grounds  are  small  paddocks. 

During  the  year,  186  confinements  took  place  at  the  tem¬ 
porary  home  in  Victoria  l’oad  (January  to  July),,  and  139  at 
Westcotes  Drive  (August  to  December).  At  first  the  number 
of  cases  applying  for  admission  to  the  new  Home  was  con¬ 
siderably  less  than  the  institution  could  accommodate,  but  as 
it  became  better  known  Hie  applications  have  been  much  more 
numerous,  and  during  the  first  three  mouths  of  Ibis  year 
(1921)  the  number  of  confinements  lias  been  99. 

Whilst  primarily  intended  for  women  of  the  working  class, 
it  was  decided  to  admit  private  patients  also.  This  was  cer¬ 
tainly  a  wise  decision.  The  housing  shortage  affects  all 
classes,  and  the  higher  fees  paid  by  private  patients  (four  to  six 
guineas  per  week,  as  compared  with  two  guineas  for  working- 
class  patients)  help  substantially  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the 
institution.  So  far  there  has  always  been  sufficient  accom¬ 
modation  for  both  classes  of  patients.

In  return  they  get  hoard  and  lodging  and 
the  lull  training  repaired  to  enable  them  to  sit  for  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  t  ho  ( 'cut  ml  M  id  wives'  Board .  I  his  i  m  1  tides  a  t  tendance 
at  ‘JO  continomonts,  Id  of  these  being  taken  in  the  Home,  and 
o  with  an  approved  midwife  outside.  For  (his  purpose  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  with  Mrs.  Noon,  who  is  recognised  by 
ilu'  C.M.B.  as  (nullified  to  train  pupils.  They  also  attend 
systematic  lectures  and  demonstrations  m  the  Home  twice  a 
week,  l)r.  Allen  being  the  lecturer  appointed  for  this  purpose. 
Hitherto  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  pupils. 

Axte-N  vtal  Clinic. — As  already  mentioned,  an  ante-natal 
clinic  is  held  once  a  week  at  the  Maternity  Home,  at  which 
expectant  mothers  can  obtain  free  medical  advice  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  their  condition.  Although  primarily  intended  for 
women  who  have  booked  at  the  Home,  it  is  not  limited  to 
such . 

The  Need  for  Maternity  Homes. — A  well-equipped 
maternity  home  is  now  recognised  as  essential  in  any  complete 
scheme  of  Maternal  and  Child  W  elfare.  The  Ministry  of 
Health  h  ave  done  their  best  to  encourage  this  provision  in  all 
important  centres  of  population,  and  pay  half  of  the  cost  both 
as  regards  capital  outlay  and  maintenance.  In  consequence 
there  has  been  a  great  .increase  in  the  number  of  these  in¬ 
stitutions  throughout  the  country  during  the  last  year  or  two. 

Clinical  Returns  of  Work  Done. — A  detailed  clinical 
return  of  tin*  work  done  at  the  Maternity  Home  during  the 
year,  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  w  ill  be  found  in 
Table  15. 

8.  Day  Nurseries. 

t  or  several  years  t  wo  and  lora  time  three  Dav  Nurseries 
oi  Creches  have  been  carried  on  in  Leicester  by  a  voluntarv 
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body — the  Leicester  Day  Nursery  Society.  Tit  is  body  came 
into  exisi(Mic('  during  (In*  period  of  (lie  war  af  a  lime  when, 
owing  to  (  Ik*  largo  nuinher  of  w  onion  going  to  work  in  factories, 
(Ik*  need  for  day  nurseries  was  exceptionally  great.  Not  only 
were  more  married  women  going  out  to  work  than  in  normal 
linn's,  but  tin*  number  of  women  wil  1  in j>*  to  mind  infants  during 
the  day  was  less  than  usual.  Il  was  in  such  circumstances 
that  the  first  day  nursery  (that  in  Rutland  Street)  was  opened, 
to  be  followed  soon  afterwards  by  the  nursery  in  Talbot 
Lane,  and  later  by  one  in  Melton  Road.  The  latter,  however, 
was  closed  after  being  open  for  a  time,  as  the  need  for  a  Day 
Nursery  m  that  locality  proved  to  be  less  than  was  anticipated. 

During  the  past  year  the  Society  in  question  approached  the 
Corporation  with  a  request  that  the  latter  should  take  over  the 
two  remaining  day  nurseries,  as,  owing  to  difficulty  in  raising 
funds,  the  Society  found  itself  unable  to  carry  on.  Your  Com¬ 
mittee,  feeling  that  there  was  still  a  need  for  day  nurseries  in 
Leicester  and  that  the  existing  institutions  were  doing  useful 
work,  decided  to  take  them  over,  and  the  transfer  took  effect 
on  duly  31st,  1020.  The  existing  Matron  (Miss  Alice  Mason) 
and  staff  were  retained. 

Owing  to  the  depression  in  trade  and  the  reduction  in  the 
number  of  women  going  out  to  work,  there  has  been  less  need 
for  the  day  nurseries  during  the  period  which  has  since  elapsed 
than  usual.  Nevertheless,  it  is  found  that  tlrgre  are  still  many 
cases  of  widows,  deserted  women,  and  wives  whose  husbands 
are  ill  or  out  of'  work,  where  it  is  necessary  that  the  mother 
should  go  out  to  work,  and  where  the  day  nursery  is  filling  a 
most  useful  function.  It  may  be  mentioned  here  that  no  case 
is  admitted  without  careful  inquiry  as  to  the  circumstances, 
as  it  is  clearly  undesirable  to  encourage  women  to  go  out  to 
work  by  making  it  easy  for  them  to  do  so  by  taking  their  babies 
off  their  hands. 

During  the  year  the  average  attendance  of  infants  at  the 
two  day  nurseries  was  as  follows  :  Rutland  Street,  33;  Talbot 
Lane,  28. 

The  attendance  fell  off  towards  the  end  of  the  year  owing  to 
the  depression  in  trade. 

9.  Assistance  for  Necessitous  Cases. 

During  the  year  1920  very  much  more  lias  been  done  than 
in  previous  years  in  the  way  of  assisting  necessitous  maternity 
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case 


Vnder  the  head  dl  “MaierniU  Cases"  enine  molliers 
with  voting  children  under  llie  age  of  live,  also  expectant 
mot  liers,  ami  they  are  regarded  as  “necessitous  il  it  lie  louml 
after  iiKjtii r\  that  the  family  income  from  all  sources  comes 
below  a  certain  amount  per  head,  according  to  an  arbitrary 
but  definite  scale. 

The  reason  for  the  increased  activity  in  this  direction  was 
the  very  large  amount  of  unemployment  consequent  upon  the 
serious  industrial  depression  which  affected  Leicester  in  com¬ 
mon  with  the  rest  of  the  country. 

Assistance  is  given  under  the  following  heads: 

Milk  ( i  rants. 

Midwife  s  fee  paid  in  whole  or  in  part. 

Medical  fees  paid  in  whole  or  in  part. 

Admission  to  Babies'  Ward  tree  or  at  reduced  rate. 

Admission  to  Maternity  Home  free  or  at  reduced  rate. 

Admission  to  Day  Nurseries  free  or  at  reduced  rate. 

By  far  the  most  important  item  is  the  e-routine-  of  milk 
either  free  or  at  a  reduced  rate  (usually  half-price),  power  to 
grant  this  form  of  assistance  having  been  expressly  given  by 
the  Milk  (Mothers  and  Children,)  Order,  1 0 1 S .  (This  Order 
has  since  been  withdrawn,  but  power  to  continue  granting  milk 
is  given  under  the  AL.  and  C.W.  Act,  subject  to  certain  new 
conditions.) 

The  procedure  adopted  is  as  follows: — Necessitous  cases 
are  discovered  (1)  through  the  visits  of  the  Health  Visitors 
(all  births  in  tin*  working-class  districts  are  visited);  (2) 
through  reports  received  from  niidwives  (who  are  supplied  with 
a  special  form  for  this  purpose);  (B)  through  reports  received 
from  the  Distress  Committee;  (4)  through  rtqiorfs  received 
from  the  Manageress  of  the  Infants'  Milk  Depot,  the  Matrons 
of  the  Maternity  Home  and  Day  Nurseries,  from  the  Superin¬ 
tendents  of  Schools  for  Mothers,  medical  practitioners;  and 
(5)  through  applications  received  direct  from  necessitous  cases. 

Inquiries  are  made  by  the  Health  Visitors,  and  in  every 
case  a  printed  form  giving  full  particulars  of  tin*  case — place 
of  work,  wages,  other  means  of  subsistence,  date  of  confine¬ 
ment,  number  and  ages  of  children,  with  the  special  reason 
why  help  is  needed—  has  to  he  tilled  up  by  the  father  and 
endorsed  by  the  Health  Visitor.  This  form  contains  a  state¬ 
ment  to  the  effect  that  enquiries  may  be  made  from  the  em- 
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plover,  or  ot  herwise  in  verify  i  he  statements  made.  The  form 
is  then  first  submitted  to  the  Medical  Office]'  in  charge  of 
Maternity  and  Child  \\  ellare,  who  decides  what  form  of  relief 
is  to  he  granted,  and  subsequently  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  tor  his  endorsement.  The  necessary  orders  are  then 
issued  to  give  effect  to  the  assistance  granted,  a  record  is 
entered  in  a  ledger,  and  finally  each  form  is  indexed  and  filed 
for  future  reference.  It  is  needless  to  point  out  that  the 
systematic  carrying  out  of  this  work,  which,  to  a  large  extent, 
is  all  new  work,  has  made  very  considerable  demands  upon  the 
time  of  the  Health  Department  Staff. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  assistance  granted  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  up  to  December  31st  :  —

Total  cost  of  Milk  Grants  (for  financial  year  ending  March 
31st,  1921)  exclusive  of  Dried  Milk,  42736. 

Midwives’  fees  were  paid  in  whole  in  53  cases;  half  paid  in 
21  eases,  representing  in  money  about  £78.  At  the  Day 
Nurseries  40  cases  were  admitted  (for  the  five  months,  from 
August  1st  to  December  31st)  at  a  reduced  rate,  the  deduction 
amounting  to  £52  9s.  lOd.  At  the  Maternity  Home  there  were 
three  cases  admitted  at  a  reduced  rate,  the  deduction  amounting 
to  £3  5s. 

9a.  Payment  of  Medical  Fees  for  Emergency  Calls  by 
Midwives. 

By  an  Order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  medical  practitioners 
summoned  by  midwives  to  give  assistance  in  emergencies 
(under  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board)  are  entitled 
to  look  to  the  local  authority  for  payment,  according  to  a  scale 
of  fees  laid  down  by  the  Ministry.  (This  scale  was  revised 
during  the  year  and  somewhat  raised  to  bring  it  into  line  with 

*  A  Special  Sub-Committee  lias  now  been  appointed  for  this  purpose. 
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l!u'  increase'  in  medical  lees  generally).  Local  anl  horilies  are 
under  an  obligation  (o  pay  lliese  lees,  lint  are  entitled  to  re¬ 
cover  t  hem  I  loin  the  patients,  unless  the  la  I  ter  can  satisfy  them 
that  they  are  unable,  1>\  leasou  ol  poverty,  to  pay  them. 

W  hen  the  Ordei  was  first  made  il  was  not  attempted  to 
recover  the  foes,  hut  toward  the  end  ol  the  year  the  Committee 
decided,  to  do  so.  I  ndor  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  1  he 
situation  this  is  found  in  practice  to  be  a  difficult  thing'  to  do 
and  it  has  necessarily  entailed  a  large  amount  ol  extra  work 
upon  the  departments  of  both  the  M.O.il.  and  the  Cit\ 
Treasurer. 

During'  the  year  ending  .March  81st,  1921,  the  amount  of 
medical  fees  thus  paid  was  £899,  but  il  is  not  possible  yet  to 
state  definitely  the  amount  likely  to  be  recovered. 

10.  The  Leicester  Health  Society. 

This  voluntary  association  has  been  in  existence  for  some 
It)  years.  It  continues  to  concentrate  most  of  its  activities  on 
infant  welfare  work,  and  the  various  Schools  for  Mothers 
already  referred  to  have  been  started  and  carried  on  under  its 
auspices,  although,  as  already  mentioned,  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mittee  of  the  City  Council  have  now  undertaken  nearly  all  the 
financial  responsibility.  This  combination  has,  in  Leicester, 
worked  very  satisfactorily.  The  Health  Society  continues  to 
be  responsible  financially  for  its  own  lecturer — Nurse  Prior- 
whose  lectures  and  addresses,  both  at  the  Schools  for  Mothers 
and  elsew  here,  are  greatly  appreciated.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Society  is  Mr.  J.  Bradshaw,  and  the  Honorary  Secretarv  is 
Mr.  F.  B.  Lott.  The  Convener  of  the  Schools  for  Mothers' 
Sub-Committee  is  Miss  Windley. 

Dining  the  year  the  constitution  of  the  Society  has  been 
modified  and  materially  widened  by  the  inclusion  of  representa¬ 
tion  on  the  Council  of  a  number  of  other  ph riant lrropie  soeiet ies. 

11.  Newton  Ward  Infant  Consultation  Centre. 

This  Centre  has  been  in  existence  some  eight  years.  It 
was  started  by  a  small  body  of  persons  interested  in  child 
welfare,  and  although  affiliated  with  the  Leicester  Health 
Society,  il  is  independent  of  that  body. 

The  Newton  Centre  lias  certainly  done  excellent  work  in 
Newton  Ward;  (although  originally  intended  to  he  confined  to 
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Newton  Ward,  its  district  was  increased  last  year.by  the  inelu- 
sioii  of  ilu'  adjacent  district  of  Woodgate).  It  is  carried 
on  on  somewhat  different  lines  to  the  other  Centres  in  the  city, 
having-  its  own  permanent  premises,  which  are  open  every  day 
from  9 — 10-30  a. m.,  and  where  the  health  visitor  has  her  office. 
Special  meetings  of  mothers  are  held  several  times  a  week. 
Much  devoted  work  is  done  by  the  voluntary  workers  associated 
with  t  he  Centre. 

Although  at  first  supported  entirely  by  voluntary  contribu¬ 
tions,  it  was  found  impracticable  to  continue  on  this  basis, 
and  a  year  ago  the  Corporation  was  asked  to  render  financial 
assistance.  This  was  done  by  paying1  rent,  rates,  caretaker, 
ligdit  and  fuel,  and  Medical  Officer,  the  Committee  continuing 
to  find  the  salary  of  their  own  health  visitor  (Nurse  Masters). 
At  the  time  of  writing  a  further  application  has  been  received 
that  the  Corporation  should  take  over  the  work  entirely,  the 
Committee  offering  to  continue  to  give  such  voluntary  help  as 
may  he  desired. 

During  the  year  1920,  classes  have  been  held  each  Tuesday 
and  Infant  Clinics  each  Thursday.  The  number  of  births  dealt 
with  was  438;  the  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  health  visitor 
was  2.082.  The  total  attendances  in  the  mornings  was  1,883; 
at  the  infant  clinics  1,988.  The  average  attendance  at  the 
Tuesday  class  was  16.  Lectures  on  cookery  or  dressmaking 
classes  are  also  held  each  week. 

12.  Bathing  Station  for  Scabies. 

This  has  now  been  open  for  two  years.  It  is  situated  on 
the  top  floor  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  and  during1  the 
past  year  a  second  hath  (child’s  size)  was  installed  to  facilitate 
the  work.  Although  primarily  intended  for  children,  adults 
are  occasionally  treated,  but  special  times  have  to  be  reserved 
for  them.  No  charge  is  made  for  children,  as  it  is  regarded 
to  be  in  the  interests  of  the  community  to  get  an  infectious 
complaint  like  scabies  cured  as  quickly  as  possible;  but  for 
adults  the  sum  of  2/0  is  now  chargeable  for  each  sulphur  bath. 
In  cases  of  poverty  discretionary  power  is  given  to  remit  this. 

The  centre  is  in  the  charge  of  Mrs.  Hartshorn  (one  of  the 
health  visitors)  assisted  by  a  woman.  The  centre  is  only  open 
at  such  hours  as  will  not  interfere  with  the  work  of  the 
Dispensary.

Patients’  clothing  is  disinfected  in  a  fumigating1  cupboard 
in  the  yard  whilst  patients  are  being'  bathed. 

Medical  supervision  is  given  by  Dr.  W.  S.  Thomson. 

CREMATION. 

The  number  of  cremations  during  the  year  at  the  Crema¬ 
torium  at  (Til roes  was  32,  as  compared  with  30  in  the  previous 
year.  The  new  furnace  installed  a  few  years  ago  has  proved 
very  successful  and  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  original  one. 
The  fuel  employed  is  ordinary  coke,  and  about  10  cwt.  is  re¬ 
quired  for  each  cremation. 

The  charges  made  are  extremely  moderate,  especially  to 
citizens  of  Leicester,  and  although  there  is  an  impression  that 
cremation  is  much  more  expensive  than  ordinary  burial,  such  is 
not  really  the  case  so  far,  at  least,  as  Leicester  is  concerned.

Staff. 

T]u>  medical  work  lias  been  carried  on  by  Dr.  Thomson 
as  in  recent  years.  Nurse  Sansom  is  still  with  ns,  but  Nurse 
Anderson  resigned  in  August  and  lias  since  taken  the  C.M.B., 
her  course  of  study  being  taken  out  at  the  Westcotes  Orange 
Maternity  Hospital.  Nurse  Clarke  was  appointed  in  her  place. 
Miss  Chaplin,  who  completed  over  seven  years’  satisfactory 
service,  resigned  on  getting  married.  She  has  been  succeeded 
by  Miss  Grant,  who  is  now  carrying  out  the  clerical  work. 


Number  of  Notifications  and  Deaths. 

There  has  again  been  a  great  reduction  in  the  number  of 
persons  notified  as  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
during  the  year  1920,  though  the  number  of  Non-Pulmonary 
cases  has  slightly  increased.  The  numbers  for  the  past  three 
years  are  :  —

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The  Dispensary  as  a  Centre  for  Diagnosis. 

The  medical  men  of  the  city,  ns  well  ns  llie  general  public, 
now  fully  realist'  Ihe  vnlue  of  tlie  Dispensary  ns  n  “Centre  for 
Diagnosis."  During  llie  year  under  consideration,  220  cases 
were  sent  by  doctors  for  an  opinion,  and  quite  a  laige  number 
of  persons  not  under  medical  attendance  were  examined  if 
there  was  any  suspicion  of  tubercle.  In  addition,  Dr. 
Thomson,  as  Medical  Referee  to  the  Pensions  Committee, 
examined  104  ex-soldiers  either  suffering  from,  or  with  symp¬ 
toms  suggestive  of  tuberculosis,  besides  re-examining  and 
reporting  on  a  very  large  number  of  other  cases. 

Examination  of  Contacts. 

Rather  more  time  has  been  available  for  this  important 
work  during  the  past  twelve  months,  though  not  nearly  so 
much  as  one  would  like.  Seventy-four  first  examinations 
have  been  made,  and  a  large  number  of  re-examinations,  as 
it  is  often  impossible  to  say  whether  tuberculosis  is  or  is  not 
present  without  repeated  examinations. 

Of  these  74 — all  with  suspicious  symptoms — 38  proved 
positive,  34  negative,  and  the  diagnosis  has  not  yet  been 
settled  in  two  cases.

Tuberculin  Treatment. 

As  in  previous  years,  Tuberculin  has  been  gi ven  to  suitabb* 
patients  desiring  this  form  of  treatment. 

Sleeping  Shelters. 

AYe  have  twelve  shelters  available  for  lending  to  patients 
for  use  on  their  own  ground,  free  of  charge.  During  the  year 
12  persons  have  had  the  use  of  the  shelters — 5  for  under  12 
months,  2  for'  over  12  months,  one  for  over  3  years,  2  for  over 
4  years,  and  one  for  over  7  years. 

Visits. 

The  Dispensary  nurses  made  a  total  of  3,008  visits,  includ¬ 
ing  580  first  visits,  and  the  Medical  Officer  paid  1G6  visits. 
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The  visits  have  been  paid  to  both  Pulmonary  and  Non- 
Pulmonary  eases,  e.g.,  glandular  and  joint  cases.  Advice, 
both  verbal  and  printed  is  open,  and  particulars  obtained. 
Where  detects  arc'  found  in  the'  houses  they  are  reported  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

After-Care. 

As  arranged  with  the  Sanatorium  Benefit  Sub-Committee 
of  the  Insurance  Committee,  after-care  visitation  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  Dispensary  nurses.  Dr.  Thomson  and  one 
of  the  nurses  have  attended  the  Committee  meetings  each 
alternate  month,  and  reports  on  1,391  visits  have  been  made.

City  Isolation  Hospital  and  Sanatorium 
tor  year  1920. 


The  Leicester  City  Isolaiion  Hospital  and  Sanatorium  is 
situated  on  the  Groin  Hoad  about  one  mill'  from  the  outskirts 
ot  the  city. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  buildings  were  erected  21  years  ago, 
whilst  thi'  Sanatorium  portion  was  added  in  191).  The  latter 
provides  accommodation  lor  72  Tuberculosis  patients.  As 
this  is  not  sufficient  for  this  disease,  two  ot  the  blocks  of  the 
Isolation  Hospital  are  also  utilised  for  tuberculosis,  whilst  the 
smallpox  hospital  in  Ansley  Lane  a  quarter  of  a  mile  away  - 
has  been  utilised,  for  a  number  of  years,  for  tuberculosis  in 
childhood. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  1919  it  was  decided  to  transfer 
the  sick  infants  from  the  ILibies'  Home  in  Victoria  Hoad  to 
tin'  Groby  Hoad  Institution,  and  a  small  block  was  set  aside 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving-  them.  The  practice  of  admitting 
sick  infants,  thus  begun,  lias  since  been  continued  as  a  definite 
part  of  our  .Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme,  the  cost  ot 
maintenance  being' charged  to  tin1  M  .  &  C.W.  account.

This  total  compares  with  1,487  in  1949,  but  is  naturally  less 
than  the  liif»Ti  figure  reached  during'  the  war  when  military 
cases  did  so  much  to  keep  the  hospital  full.  The  increase  on 
t  ho  previous  year  is  due  to  an  increase  in  hoth  scarlet  fever 
and  diphtheria  and  also  to  the  admission  of  sick  infants,  the 
latter  airangement  having  been  started  in  December,  1919. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Although  this  disease  was  lather  more  prevalent  than  in 
1919,  the  figure  was  not  really  high  compared  with  many  years 
in  the  past,  and  two  blocks,  Numbers  l  and  2.  sufficed  to  deal 
with  it  except  for  a  short  period,  when  half  of  Block  3  was 
also  required. 

Scarlet  Fever,  happily,  continues  to  be  extremely  mild, 
and  this  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  although  (ib4  cases  were 
admitted,  only  two  cases  proved  fatal.  This  is  Ihe  lowest 
case  mortality  we  have  ever  recorded. 

Diphtheria. 

413  cases  were  admitted,  and  there  were  37  deaths,  a  case 
mortality  of  8.9  per  cent.

Tor  this  reason  the  majority  of  the 
cases  removed  were  much  above  the  average  in  severity,  and 
this  fact  accounts  for  the  somewhat  h l • } i  cast1  mortality,  viz.. 
9  out  of  •">()  or  l(i.()  per  cent . 

Ward  for  Sick  and  Wasting  Infants. 

At  the  end  of  .191!)  a  new  departure  was  made  by 
the  decision  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  admit  sick  and 
wasting  infants  to  the  Institution,  a  small  two-ward  block 
being  set  aside  for  the  purpose.  The  circumslances  which 
led  up  to  this  were  explained  m  the1  last  report. 

During  the  year  under  review  74  cases  were  admitted,  and 
tin1  average  duration  of  stay  was  til  days.

4  cases  of  epidemic  diarrluea  occurred  in  the  ward  in 
November,  two  of  which  unfortunately  proved  fatal. 

The  selection  of  the  east's  for  admission  is  left  to  the 
.Medical  Officer  in  charge  ol  .Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
work,  and  the  deciding  factor  is  the  consideration  whether 
an  infant  can  he  properly  looked  after  at  home.  After  a 
child  has  been  admitted  the  treatment  is  carried  out  by  one 
ot  the  Resident  .Medical  Officers.  As  soon  as  a  case  appears 
fit  for  discharge,  the  M.  &  0.  W.  Medical  Officer  is  informed 
and  inquiries  are  made  at  the  home  by  a  Health  Visitor,  in 
order  to  ensure  as  far  as  possible  that  the  infant  has  a  reason- 
abb'  prospect  of  being  properly  looked  after. 

Many  of  the  eases  come  from  homes  in  which  the  environ¬ 
ment  is  so  bad  that  it  seems  hopeless  to  expect  a  wasting 
infant  to  improve.  Moreover,  many  are  congenitally  very 
deficient  in  stamina,  which  still  further  reduces  their  chance 
of  surviving.  In  several  cases  the  mother  was  herself  ill. 
and  no  suitable  person  could  be  found  willing  to  look  after 
the  sick  baby  pending  her  recovery .  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
facilities  which  an  infants'  ward  offers  aie  a  great  boon  in 
many  eases  which  arise;  but  only  cases  are  admitted  in  which 
a  real  need  for  institutional  treatment  appears  to  exist,  as 
although  ihe  Block  is  large  enough  to  accommodate  more 
patients,  it  is  not  thought  desirable  to  aggregate  a  large 
number  of  infants  together. 

There  is  a  charge  for  admission  of  7/-  per  week,  but  in 
necessitous  cases  this  is  remitted  either  in  whole  or  in  part. 

Tuberculosis. 

587  tuberculosis  cqses  were  admitted  during  the  year,  of 
which  174  were  children.  The  patients  were'  m  all  stage's 
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of  tin*  disease,  iitnl  man\  of  tliom  had  previously  been 
patients  a!  an  earhei  period.  Since  the  coming'  into  force 
of  t  lie  Insurance  Act  in  1912,  very  little  attempt  lias  been 

made  to  select  only  eail\  cases  foi  1 1  eat  men!  ;  i.<\.  cases  an* 

not  refused  admission  even  though  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the 
disease;  and  in  practice  the  lattei  are  usually  the  ones  which 
are  most  desirous  of  admission.  M oreover,  there  is  the  con¬ 
sideration  that  tin*  more  advanced  the  disease  the  greater  tin* 
danger  of  infecl ing-  others. 

Since  tin*  war  another  factor  lias  arisen  in  the  case  of  male 

patients,  in  the  fact  that  many  of  them  are  ex-service  men. 

Thus  during'  tin*  year  no  less  than  121  out  of  370  adult  eit\ 
patients  were  ex-soldiers.  Ex-soldiers  are  sent  at  the 
instance  of  the  Pensions  ('ommittee.  and  are  paid  for  by  (lie 
Ministry  of  Pensions.  In  practice  no  ex-soldier  (in  Leicester) 
is  (>ver  refused  admission  to  the  Sanatorium,  no  matter  how 
many  turn's  lie  may  have  been  a  patient  previously  (and 
many  of  those*  patients  have  been  admitted  repeatedly)  and, 
subject,  of  course,  to  good  behaviour,  little  limit  is  placed  on 
the  duration  of  their  stay. 

Excluding;  ex-service  men,  203  of  the  cases  were  insured 
(T9  men  and  124  women),  and  48  (14  men  and  34  women)  were 
non-insured.  The  latter  (as  arranged  with  the  (fovernment 
when  they  agreed  to  pay  half  the  cost  of  treating'  non-insured 
patients)  are  admitted  on  practically  identical  terms  as  the 
insured . 

In  addition  to  tin*  above,  which  refers  to  city  cast's,  37 
cases  were  sent  by  the  Leicestershire  ( 'minty  Council,  L>  beds 
having*  been  by  arrangement  reserved  for  the  1  a  1  ter  body. 

t  filly  10  cases  were  -enl  by  the  Poor  Law  Guardians.  The 
arrangement  with  the  latter  body,  which  came  info  operation 
early  in  the  war  (when  the  North  Evington  Infirmary  was 
taken  over  by  the  Military  Authorities)  was  terminated  in 
April,  flu*  Poor  Law  Infirmary  being  again  available.  The 
number  of  tuberculosis  patients  coming  under  the  care  of 
tin*  Guardians  lias  been  considerably  reduced,  and  at  the  time 
tin*  arrangement  with  tin*  Guardians  terminated,  the  number 
of  Poor  Law  patients  at  tin*  Sanatorium  was  only  23,  includ¬ 
ing  8  children. 
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Cost  of  Maintenance. 


I  li(‘  Sanatorium  and  I  sola  I  ion  IIos])il;il,  being  a  combined 
Institution,  the  cost  of  maintaining  tin*  1  u bei eu losis  patienls 
— as  distinct  from  non-tubercular  cases — can  only  be  arrived 
at  indirectly,  on  the  basis  of  a  rather  complicated  formula 
which  has  been  devised  by  tin*  Ministry  of  Health,  and  which 
takes  into  consideration  patient-days,  floor  space,  staff, 
total  cost,  etc.  1  he  Insurance  Committee  pays  a  lump  sum, 
being  a  fixed  proportion  of  the  total  amount  received  by  the 
body  f oi  every  insured  patient  in  the  City,  and  therefore  vary¬ 
ing'  with  the  number  of  insured  patients.  In  return  for  this 
it  was  agreed  that  the  Corporation  should  reserve  not  less 
than  4o  beds  for  insured  patients.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  how¬ 
ever,  the  number  of  beds  occupied  by  insured  patients  has 
nearly  always  exceeded  this  figure,  and  during  the  past  year 
it  averaged  52. 

Ex-service  men,  as  has  already  been  stated,  are  paid  for 
by  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  (through  the  Insurance  Com¬ 
mittee)  the  charge  in  these  cases  being  35/-  per  week.  The 
County  Council  pays  £2  per  week  for  their  cases,  and  the 
(fuardians,  until  the  arrangement  with  them  terminated,  paid 
30/-  per  week  for  an  adult,  and  15/-  per  week  for  a  child. 
These  terms  are  considerably  below  what  many  Sanatoriums 
charge,  and  in  view  of  the  increased  cost  of  running  all 
residential  institutions,  must  be  regarded  as  very  moderate. 
At  the  same  time,  the  fact  that  the  Sanatorium  and  Isolation 
Hospital  are  run  as  a  combined  institution,  undoubtedly 
effects  a  substantial  economy  in  cost  of  administration. 

After  arriving  at  the  total  cost  of  treating  tuberculosis 
patients,  and  deducting  all  amounts  received  from  other 
bodies,  the  Ministry  of  Health  make  a  grant  amounting  to  one 
half  of  1  lie  net  cost . 

After  May  1st,  1021,  Sanatorium  Benefit  will  cease  to  be* 
part  of  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  and  the  responsi- 
bilitv  for  providing  sanatorium  treatment  for  insured  and  non¬ 
insured  alike  will  devolve  upon  Local  Authorities.  The 
(rovi'i'iiiuent  have  promised  additional  financial  assistance  in 
lieu  of  the  sum  hitherto  paid  by  1  nsuranee  Commit  tees. 

Medical  Aspect. 

The  method  of  treatment  adopted  at  the  Leicester  Sana¬ 
torium  is  similar  to  what  exists  at  most  sanatoriums,  and 
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consist**  in  placing  the  patient  untlci  as  t ;i v« »n i ;i  1  >1  «*  eomlit ions 
as  possible  tor  1 1 1 1*  arrest  of  the  disease.  I‘  resli  an,  a  liberal 
diet,  a  systematic  regime  and  absence  ol  physical  and  mental 
fatigue.  are  the  principal  tailors,  assisted  by  the  medical 
treatment  ot  symptoms  and  complications.  At  the  Leicester 
Sanatorium  considerable  importance  is  attached  to  systematic 
physical  and  breathing  exercises,  which  all  patients  whose 
condition  permits  earn  out  every  day  ;  and  a  special  instructor 
appointed  lot  the  purpose  visits  the  institution  three  times  ;i 
week.  A  specific  remedy,  capable  ot  diiectly  influencing’  the 
course  ol  lh(>  1 1  i sense  (either  b\  direct  1  \  attacking  the  tuherch* 
bacillus  or  otherwise)  is  greatly  to  In*  desired.  It  has  been  a 
severe  disappointment  that  tubeiculin,  from  which  such  great 
things  were  so  confidently  hoped,  has  failed  to  lulfil  these 
expectations.  Personally,  1  still  think  it  is  of  some  value 
in  suitable  cases,  but  the  fact  that  it  has  now  been  generally 
abandoned  by  most  sanaloriums  cannot  lit'  disregarded,  and 
largely  accounts  no  doubt  for  so  few  patients  being  now 
willing  to  accept  tuberculin  treatment.  During  the  year  a 
new  and  modified  form  of  tuberculin  “detoxicated" — has 
been  tried,  but  the  results  did  not  appear  sufficiently 
encouraging’  to  .justify  us  in  continuing  with  it.  Two  other 
new  remedies,  vegetable  extracts,  were  given  a  good 
trial,  the  introducer  being  good  enough  to  place  a  supply 
at  our  disposal  free  of  all  charge.  These  remedies  were  not 
entirely  without  (‘fleet,  one  of  them  being  undoubtedly  a 
strong  expectorant,  and  the  other  seeming’  to  give  some  relief 
in  laryngeal  cases,  but  the  medical  officers  were  unable  to 
satisfy  themselves  that  any  permanent  effect  was  produced, 
or  that  they  fulfilled  the  very  optimistic  claims  made  for 
1  hem . 

As  to  the  results  of*  sanatorium  treatment  in  general,  it  is 
now  frankly  admitted  that ,  regarded  from  the  point  of  view 
of  permanency,  they  do  not  come  up  to  the  expectations  at 
one  time  so  confidently  held.  Probably,  all  that  we  are 
justified  in  claiming  is  that,  the  majority  of  patients  are 
temporarily  benefited,  many  of  them  very  markedly  so.  That 
is  to  sa\  they  improve  in  general  health,  sense  of  well-being 
and  appearance;  they  cease  to  lose  weight  (which  is  such  a 
marked  feature  of  tin*  disease)  and  pul  on  flesh,  often  very 
rapidly.  Symptoms  such  as  cough,  night-sweats,  rise  of 
temperature  diminish,  and  frequently  disappear  altogether;

;iml  at  llio  end  ol  three  or  lour  or  more  months  I  he  patients 
leave  I  In*  institution  in  a  very  different  condition  to  that  in 
which  they  were  admitted.  In  many  cases  they  are  able  to 
return  to  work.  In  some  cases  the  disease  appears  to  have 
entirely  disappeared,  and  no  evidence  of  it  can  he  detected  on 
careful  examination.  In  a  certain  number  of  these  cases  the 
disease  never  returns  ;  in  many  it  ret  urns  sooner  or  later,  though 
it  may  only  be  after  an  interval  of  several  years.  In  many  of 
the  cases  which  leave  the  Sanatorium  we  cannot  even  say  that 
the  disease  has  entirely  disappeared.  Some  evidence  of  it 
•remains  though  it  may  apparently  be  no  longer  active. 

loo  many  of  these  eases  recrudesce  sooner  or  later  aftei 
leaving  the  sanatorium,  though  in  quite  a  fair  proportion  they 
may  be  able  to  continue  at  work  for  a  year  or  two  before  again 
breaking  down.  Very  much  of  eouise,  depends  upon  the 
stage  at  which  the  disease  has  arrived  before  treatment  is 
begun.  Also  upon  the  conditions  to  which  the  patient  is 
exposed  after  returning  home.  Naturally,  the  great  majority 
of  our  patients  are  under  the  obligation  of  having  to  earn 
their  livelihood.  They  must  return  to  work,  and  ordinary 
working  conditions  are  generally  prejudicial  to  tuberculosis 
patients.  To  meet  this  difficulty  life  in  a  Tuberculosis 
Colony — where  the  conditions  of  work  are  made  as  favourable 
as  possible,  and  are  not  subject  to  economic  laws — is  being 
strongly  advocated.  Several  of  these  Tuberculosis  Colonies 
have  now  been  started,  and  the  results  are  being  closely 
watched.  Unfortunately,  one  great  difficulty  in  the  way  is 
the  cost,  which  is  necessarily  considerable.  Another  is  that 
only  certain  patients  are  willing  to  enter  and  remain  in  a 
( ’olony. 


Training  Centre. 

An  experiment  is  about  to  be  started  at  the  Gruby  Road 
Sanatorium  w  hich  must  not  be  confused  with  a  Tuberculosis 
Colony,  though  it  has  certain  points  in  common.  A  “'Train¬ 
ing  Centre”  is  being  established  at  the  cost  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  primarily  intended  forex-servieemen  but  open  to  others 
if  accommodation  is  available.  A  number  of  these  Centres 
are  being  established  at  various  sauatoriums  throughout  the 
eountrv,  capable  of  accommodating  from  ‘20  to  40  patients. 
At  these  Centres  certain  trades  and  handicrafts  believed  to 
be  suitable  for  tuberculosis  patients  will  be  taught  different 
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trades  at  different  Centres  by  instructors  specially  appointed 
lor  tlu'  purpose.  1  lie  buildings  are  id  a  temporar\  character, 
being  constructed  out  ol  Army  Huts.  Patients  will  be  sent 
from  any  part  ol  the  country,  and  the  whole  cost  ol  then 
maintenance,  as  also  the  cost  bi  erection  ol  the  buildings,  will 
be  defrayed  bv  the  ( Jovei  ninent .  At  the  end  ol  lire  years, 
or  sooner  1>\  arrangement ,  the  Sanatorium  Authorities  are  to 
have  the  option  ol  taking  over  the  building's  (at  two-thirds 
their  then  value):  otherwise  the  lioverninenl  will  remove 
them. 

Medical  Staff. 

I  01  the  greater  part  of  the  year  under  review,  the  resident 
medical  officers  were  l)rs.  Alan  Soutar  and  t'arrie  Sims. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  these  officers  left  to  take  up  other 
posts,  and  were  succeeded  by  l)rs.  F.  (I.  Foster  and  S.  Scott, 
M.C.,  both  of  whom  had  been  on  active  service  through  the 
war,  attaining  the  rank  of  Major. 


Other  Staff. 

The  health  of  the  nursing'  and  domestic  staff  has  been 
good,  there  being  few  eases  of  any  serious  illness. 

Charles  Brett,  ambulance  driver  at  the  institution  for  very 
many  years,  whose  resignation  owing  to  ill  health  was  re¬ 
ported  last  year,  has  since,  unfortunately,  died. 

Ambulance  Service. 

The  .old  horse-drawn  ambulances  have  been  superseded  by 
up-to-date  motor  vehicles,  which  are  of  course,  very  much 
more  expeditious  and  efficient.  A  commodious  and  well- 
appointed  garage  has  been  provided  by  covering  in  a  portion 
of  the  stable  yard. 

In  place  of  the  horse-drawn  covered  carriage,  a  two-seater 
coupe  car  has  been  provided  for  the  official  use  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  (who  is  also  Medical  Superintendent)  and 
Chairman  of  Committee.  The  writer,  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  finds  tin-,  cat  ol  the  greatest  service  and  would  take 
this  opportunity  of  again  thanking  the  Committee  for  their 
consideration  in  allowing  him  this  privilege.

Of  the  above,  2-')(j  of  the  suspected  diphtheria  specimens, 
and  9  of  the  typhoid  specimens  were  sent  by  medical 
practitioners  in  the  city.  The  remainder  were  from  patients 
under  treatment  in  the  institution.  The  total  number  was 
much  greater  than  usual  owing  to  the  large  number  of 
diphtheria  swabs  examined.  Laboratory  work  necessarily 
occupies  a  large  amount  of  the  medical  officers’  time. 


Dispensing. 

The  institution  has  never  employed  a  qualified  dispenser, 
the  work  of  dispensing  being  done  by  the  medical  officers, 
with  assistance  from  the  clerk  (Mrs.  Adams)  in  the  matter 
of  giving  out  medical  stores  and  requisites,  which  in  a  large 
institution  is  a  task  of  some  magnitude.

Changing  conditions  of  the  dairy  trade  are  affecting  the 
statistics  of  adulteration. 

The  tendency  is  for  I  he  milk  supply  to  be  more  and  more 
restricted  to  a  few  large  dealers,  and  a  difficulty  arises  from 
the  fact  that  at  the  groat  depots,  milks  received  from  a  number 
ot  farmers  are  hulked  before  being  cleansed  and  distributed 
to  the  public,  consequently  samples  obtained  by  the  Inspectors 
lend  to  become  fairly  uniform,  and  any  watering  by  a  par¬ 
ticular  person  is  likely  to  he  undetected,  as  the  average  is 
made  up  by  other  milks  of  a  good  quality. 

In  the  near  future  the  testing  of  the  milk  supply  will  not 
merely  consist  in  ascertaining  whether  cream  has  been  ab¬ 
stracted,  or  water  added,  or  whether  preservatives  are  present, 
but  special  attention  will  require  to  be  paid  to  the  Organic 
Quality  of  the  milk,  its  bacteriological  condition,  its  freedom 
from  extraneous  matter,  and  whethei  the  article  is  of  the 
nature  demanded  by  the  purchaser. 


Gross  sophist  i  <  •;«  1  ion  of  articles  of  food  js  seldom  likely  to 
occur,  and  thi'  attention  of  file  analyst  is  largely  directed  to 
the  detection  of  dangerous  contamination  of  food,  and  the 
presence  of  traces  of  injurious  substances;  consequently  this 
extension  of  the  work  of  the  Analyst  makes  his  labour  more 
and  more  difficult  and  exhaustive. 

The  benefit  of  the  application  of  the  “Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts"  is  increasingly  apparent.
